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New Beac h Program 

Unemployed 
Paid To Learn

The state jobless rate, 
which fell from 8.6 
percent in February to 7.7 
in March, marked the 
biggest one mmth drop 
in six years, according to 
the Virginia Employment 
Commission. 

In the Virginia Beach, 
Norfolk and Portsmouth 
area, the drc^ fell frcHn 
7.6 percent in February to 
6.6 in March. 

That's good news, and 
one factor which may 
contribute to future drops 
in the local jobless rate is 
the student enrollment at 
the Electronic Institute of 
Technology in Virginia 
Beach. 

With a $300,000 pro- 
rated federally funded 
budget, the institute is a 
"vocational school to 
assist the hard core 
unemployed^ in Tide- 
water," said its director 
John Lasley. 

The institute has only 
been in operation since 
January of this year, but 
plans to graduate 56 
«, pec^le from its three- 
month training course 
this spring. Hundreds of 
people applied for admis- 
sion to the school, but 
enrollment at this time is 
Hmited. 

Students at the insti- 
tute stildy eight hdurs a 
day, take exams, and are 
requried to punch a time 
clock when they arrive 
each morning. If the 
students miss two 
unexcused days of class, 
they are thrown out of the 
school. While the stu- 
dents study at the insti- 
tute, four hours of class- 
room instruction and four 
hours of lab, they earn 
$75 a week. 



Lasley" said the best 
candidates for the train- 
ing are military people 
with sane priw know- 
ledge of electrcmics. Con- 
sequently, Virginia Beach 
and the surrounding area 
is a prime location from 
which to draw students. 
Following the course, 
Lasley said 80% of the 
graduates are placed in 
jobs, sane of which pay 
over $13,000 a year to 
start. Lasley said the 
instructors, two of them, 
take the students and 
start from scratch. Many 
of the students have some 
background in analogue 
computer systems, but 
must be reprogrammed to 
digital electronics and the 
use of microchips . 

All students at the 
institute must be certified 
for eligibility by the 
Southeastern Tidewater 
Area Manpower Author- 
ity (STAMA) in Norfolk. 
For example, a single 
man cannot make ma'e 
than $4,680 a year to be 
eligible. 

After STAMA certifies 
the person, he or she 
must then be interviewed 
by Lasley, who looks for 
such things as motiva- 
tion, and aptitude befae 
enrolling the student. The 
institute is a private busi- 
ness, which has contract- 
ed with the federal 
government to recruit, 
train and place unem- 
ployed electronics 
workers. 

"The U.S. Department 
of Labor, through the 
current administration's 
Job Training Partnership 
Act, makes funds avail- 
able to local municipali- 
ties," Lasley said. "The 
1983 budget for the pro- 
gram, which also includes 



the localities of Virginia 
Beach, Norfolk, Chesa- 
peake, Suffolk, Isle of 
Wight, and Soithhamp- 
tai County, is $5 mil- 
lion." 

The institute, located in 
Pocahontas Center at 
4966 Euclid Road near 
Best F*roducts, (grates 
under a perforinance con- 
tract with the govern- 
ment. At the end of next 
September, the institute's 
performance recwd will 
be evaluated by a 
regional council, which 
will decide the institute's 
future funding. The insti- 
tute is one of several 
agencies in the area con- 
ducting similar programs. 

Lasley said his institute 
can train and place elec- 
tronics workers at a sub- 
stantially lower cost than 
can the government. 
Thus, the government 
and private businesses 
becone "partners" in an 
attempt to promote Pres- 
ident Reagan's contention 
that there are many jobs 
for the employed, even if, 
however, they are in 
specialized fields. 

There were over 400 
apphcants for the 56 slots 
open during this session 
at the institute. Of the 
400, about 200 met the 
qualificaticms for admis- 
sion, . ^4 ^ about 80 of 
them Were' prime" "candf- 
dates. Because the insti- 
tute attempts to teach 
nine months of instruc- 
tion in three months, the 
students must be serious 
and coiscientious about 
their studies. 

Securing students is 
not Lasley's main cc«i- 
cern. Now he is con- 
stantly in search of busi- 
nesses requiring the

Special interest groups with ideas on how the city's 
money should be spent doninated the public hearing 
on the proposed Virginia Beach operating budget lor 
liscal 19S'-84. 

If any citiztps objected to paying increasing taxes, 
they were silent o remained at home except for a 
couple of speakers, one who said he was qjjposed to the 
philosophy of soaking the rich. ' 

The crowd was sparse conpared to the tiir;iouts of 
the past two years with approximately 300 attending 
the hearing Wednesday night in the Pavilion Theater. It 
was the first year the budget hearing had been held 
someplace other than the Council Chambers to 
accommodate larger crowds. 

Most of the appeals to Council, at least partly, were 
emotional ones. None tugged at the heart strings moe 
than a group of handicapped citizens, most in 
wheelchairs, who asked for $23,197 from the City of 
Virginia Beach to help finance the Endependence 
Center for the Handicapped, a regional organization 
with headquarters in Norfolk. The certter, speakers 
said, takes those people whom everyone else has given 
up, to train them for moe active and useful 
participation in the community. The audience was 
apparently touched because they applauded each 
handicapped person after he spoke, although most of

Ident-A-Kid is available 
for the parents of children 
between the ages of two 
years and 15 years of age.

have something on tennis, but he would probably miss 
an article in ' 'Newsweek . " 

Readers who have been in one of' the Virginia Beach 
Area Libraries recently may have discovered "Magazine 
Index." It also covers popular magazines but it is prin- 
ted on microfilm instead of paper. This enables all the 
articles on a subject to be grouped together instead of 
being in different volumes for different years. 
"Magazine Index" looks a lot like the library catalog 
because they are both on microfilm but the one locates 
magazines and the other books. 

Specialized subjects often have their own indexes. In 
the different area librarires you can search for articles in 
"Business Periodicals Index," "Art Index," "Music 
Index," "Microcomputer Index," "Education Index," 
"Social Sciences Index," "Applied Science and 
Technology Index," and others. These indexes will 
cover the sort of journal or periodical that comes from a 
professional organization. 

The newest advance in getting at information in 
magazines is using computer data banks. Many of these 
data banks include indexes to periodicals, dissertations, 
and all sorts of hard to find information. A person with 
a terminal and an account with that data bank can call 
up the computer and it will send the information over 
the phone lines. This may be simply a list of articles on 
the topic or an abstract of the contents of the article. 

Suppose you want to write to the magazine or you 
know it exists and haven't been able to find it. There is a 
book that can help. "Ulrich's International Periodicals 



Directory," gives the addresses of thousands of 
magazines the world over. It is amazing to browse 
through and see the subjects tht other people care 
enough about to put into a magazine.

However,' applause was fi-cquent from various 
pockeu throughout the auditorHyn with the most 
resounding applause registered for increasing salaries 
(tf city empl(vees beyond the budget recommendations. 

Here's what the people wanted: 

•Increased salaries for city employees, at least to the 
10 percent included in the budget for teachers. 
Reoxnmended by Qty Manager Thwnas H. Muehlen- 
beck is a 3.75 percent increase fw the year made up 
from a 2.5 percent increase on July 1 and another 2.5 
percent increase on Jan. 1, 1984. Employees also 
receive merit increases. 

•Increased salaries for School Board empl(^ees. 
Although the School Board budget was accepted by the 
dty manager, the Virginia Beach Education Association 
(VBEA) claims the 10 percent increase for teachers 
actually will come to only an average increase of 9.5 
percent. 

•The city's police officers want a "substantial" pay 
raise on July 1 .

He asked that 
Council say no to special interests, questioned the 
expenditure of $26,000 for a public access coordinator 
and cautioned Council to "become aware of free market 
principles." He said the tax rate should be reduced bv 
five percent and that the 52 new positions in the budget 
be eliminated. 

Margaret C. Beba, who described herseil as a 
senior citizen, complained that the senior citi/ens to 
qualify for tax exemptions they have to be living at the 
poverty level. She called for a ncHi-discriminatory tax 
break, suggesting that when a resident reachedihe age of 
60, the tax bill should be lowered "regardless of 
whether he might be a millionaire." She said the city 
loses sight of a segment of the peculation, the retirees, 
who are a minaity.

He said the city eoyrioyees are asking for equal 
treatment with others in similar jobs. He said they have 
fallen behind the cost ofU^dng. He painted out that the 
proposed School Board budget which was not touched 
by the dty ounag er coittaio* a 10 percent ino-ease for 
teachers. He said he has wjqtwrrd with that, but he is 
asking for siraiiar treataieot Cor the dty emplt^ees. He 
said that the Stbod Board bi^t t not only calls for a 
bigger salary inocaae tat creates^an additional step so 
that no one would be at the t<^ level and therefore 
ineligible for a step iaoease. That could mean a 15 
percent increase wMk tiw dty etmric^ees have 
received no healthy increase since 1979-80 when they 
received 10 percent. He sa»i that in 1^2 the increase 
was 2.2 percent; in IMl, S percent, and in 19M), five S 
percent. 

VO&VBOA 

Walter Noma told Council that when the 
formation ai the Viiiinia Orchestra Group was first 
suggested by the merger of the Norfolk Symphony, the 
Peninsula Ordiestra awl the >^rginia Beadi Pops 
Orchestra, many at the beach had their reservations but 
were assured by the Norfolk group and the Metropoli- 
tan Arts Conference. He asked for suiqxirt for the new 
Virginia ieach Qrchestrel Group, saying that the VOG 
"hiui taken our nuaic and equ^Msent btrt not our 
spirit." 

Ffe said the Virginia Beach group built a successful 
series at the beach imd 2^ ycvs ago he conducted the 
first concert in the Favilion theater. He said that he had 
asked to resign before Pat Roebuck, chairman of the 
Arts and Htunanities Commission, announced the 
intention oi the Commiitsion to aUonte the funds 
earmarked for the VOG to a new pops under Walter 
Noona. But "they chose another method," he said. He 
said that the VBOA is not a revengeful group but 
"wanted to preserve the spirit and the style of what we 
had worked aU those years to create... Ihe \cioe of the 
people speaks from the grass roots... There will be a 
\%ginia Beach Pops OrdMstra next year," he said, 
with professional musicians of the highest caliber. He 
said they will perform in seven dties which is a regional 
effort, and the dates for concerts are planned so that 
they do not conflict with the VOG concerts. 

Roebuck said that while the issue of the VOG and the 
VBOA may be emotiona], over 600 season tickets to 
the VBOA concerts, which will be held at the Dome, 
were sold in five weeks. He said the VOG does not 
represent the majority (tf the subscribers and is 
Norfolk-based and no longer regional. 

Sylvia Morgan, a member of the Arts and 
Humanities Commission, said that the VBOA has put 
tt^ether in six months | spedal p|ckitfe. She sidd that 
Virginia Beach isihe latest dty hi Mrgink and shbuU 
have its own cultund center. She said when she served 
the VOG she sdd the moit subsoiptions to the Pops 
concerts, last year selling 600. She said the nujority of 
the pei^le in Vb'gii^ Beach want a quality orchestra, 
the one Waiter Noona put tcwether "that is no longer 
ours."

Speaking in fiivor of reducing the meal tax were Pat 
Ricks, president of the Virginia Beach Restaurant 
Association, who said the tax is higher than the tax in 
New York Gty.

was increased from 7 to 10 pr^nt, said he did not want 
the dty to become known as the one with the highest 
meal tax; William Miller, operator of Duck Inn in 
Lynnhaven and treasurer of the Restaurant Associa- 
tion, said that although he believed Waterside in 
NcH-fdk would lwU> Viif inia Beach, he wanted the 
beach restaurants to stay oxnpetitive with Norfdk's.

Feet, Hot, Bnndng, And Tired • In a large dish, 

dissolve three tablespoons of Epsom salts in hot 

water to which you've added one cup of white 

vin^ar. Soak the feet for at least twenty minutes, 

keeping the water as hot as possible by adding 

more hot water from time to time. 

NOTE: The hotter the water, the better. Now, dry 

the feet thoroughly, sprinkle with boric acid (^ 

talcum powder and, if possible, raise your feet for 

five to ten minutes. 

Or dissolve one tablespoon of alum in hot water 

and soak the feet for twenty minutes (following 

the procedure above). 

Ferns - Cold, leftover tea is a very good tonic for 

them. To help them grow, use it to water them 

once a week. You'll see the difference. 

If your ferns are turning yellow, slice two small 

raw potatoes in half and put the four halves (with 

sides down) on top of the soil. The potato draws 

out the worms which are usually responsible for 

the yellowing. 

A weak solution of ammonia, one tablespoon to 

each quart of tepid water, is a marvelous vitalizer 

for ferns. 

If the ferns are infested with worms, stick the 

heads of ordinary matches into the soil, about one 

inch deep. Use three to four for small ferns, five 

to seven for large ones. The sulfur in the matches 

gets rid of them. 

Fireplace, Removing The Sooty Smell - Crumble 

up about six or eight sheets of newspaper and 

lightly sprinkle some ground coffee beans over 

them. Light the papers and allow them to burn to 

ashes. 

A few coffee grains thrown onto an open fire will 

remove the burning wood smell.

Housing affordability 
improved in March for the 
10th month in a row as 
lower mongage interest 
rates and rising family in- 
com more than offset the 
February-to-March rise in 
resale home prices, accor- 
ding to the Mat>on>l 
Association of Realtors. 

The Association's 
Housing Affordability In- 
dex rose to 81 .8 in March - 
- up 1.1 percentage points 
from February's revised 
index of 80.7. 

"The March index 
means that a family ear- 
ning $24,130 ~ the median 
U.S. family income ~ had 
81 .8 percent of the income 
necessary to qualify for 
the purchase of a m^an- 
priced home, which was 
S69.300 last month," ex- 
plained Dr. Jack Carlson, 
chief economist and 
executive vice president of 
the Association. 

"March was the 10th 
consecutive month of im- 
provement from the index 
low point of 65.2 last 
May," Carlson noted. 
Falling mortgage interest 
rates are the primary 
reason for the steady im- 



provement in affor- 
dability. the economist 
said. 

The average interest 
rate on all institutional 
mortgages closed for the 
purchase of previously oc 
cupi«l homes in March 
fell to 13.04 from 13.40 in 
February and was 
signiflcantly lower than 
the 16.11 percent rq)orted 
10 months earlier. 

Lower mortgage rates 
combined with relatively 
stable home prices in Mar- 
ch, reduced monthly prin- 
cipal and inter^t iMymen- 
ts for median-priced' 
existing home another S6 
to $615 - a cumulative 
decrease of $1 19 since may 
1982. 

The estimated increase 
in median family income 
of $117 in March means 
that monthly mortgage 
payments took a much 
smaller percentage of the 
typical family budget 
during March ~ 30.6 per- 
cent compared with 38.3 
percent in May 1982, 
Carlson explained. 

At the same time, the 
drop in monthly payments 
means that the annual in- 



come neected to qualify 
for a me(Uvi-pri(^ resale 
propo^ty in March fell to 
$29,320 " down $271 
from February and $5,722 
less than last Mty, he ad- 
ded. 

While the median 
family inccMne of $24,130 
in March was only 81.8 
pa-cent of what is needed 
to qualify for the median- 
priced home, Carlson 
iMted that it would enable 
a family to qualify for the 
purchase of a $36,700 
home. 

"This is another im- 
provement froip 
February, when a family 
earning the median in- 
come - $24,033 " only 
could qualify for a

"Oearly, significant in- 
creases in sides of existing 
singk-fasu^ homes are 
evidence that hom^uyus 
are coming back into the 
market because of im- 
proved affordabili^."

The economist predic- 
ted that mortgage interest 
rates are likely to fall 
slightly during the second 
half of the year, which 
would work toward con- 
tinued improvements in 
housing affordability. 
"However," he added, 
"burgeoning federal 
deficits could e;Kert up- 
ward pressure on interest 
rates." 

This risk, he said, 
coupled witht the expected 
increase in home prices 
later this year may prevent 
the Realtor Affordability 
Index from continuing 
toward the 100 base mark 
- thejcvel at which the 
median family income is 
ex«;tly what is needed to 
qualify for the 
median-priced home. 

"Faster home price ap- 
preciation and the risk of

Edible Landscape 



Enjoy not only the 
flavor of the produce 
growing in the garden, but 
the looks. Many fruits, 
vegetables and herbs can 
make attractive landscape 
plants as well as produce 
food. 

"As with all gardening, 
it takes a lot of planning 
to get the right com- 
bination of edible produce 
and good looking plants," 
said Virginia Tech Exten- 
sion home horticulturist 
Diane Relf, who recom- 
mended starting a long 
range plan to gradually 
convert sections of the 



plantings around a home 
to edible ornamentals. 

She suggested that blue- 
berries can be used as a 
tasty replacement for any 
acid-loving shrub. A grape 
arbor provides summer 
shade and winter jellies. 
Strawberries offer an ex- 
citing alternative as a 
ground cover and provide 
good weed control. The 
foliage of rhubarb adds 
texture to a border and 
herbs such as parsley and 
thyme make good edging 
plants in a flower bed. The 
fruit on ornamental pep- 



pers and eggplants is both 
quite showy and edible. 

"Many fruit trees, par- 
ticularly the dwarf 
varieties, lend themselves 
well to the modern land- 
scape," said the faculty 
member in Tech's College 
of Agriculture and Life 
Sciences. Nasturtium 
flowers and leaves add a 
peppery bite to salads. 

There are complications 
to growing edible or- 
namentals, she said. If 
chemical pesticides are 
applied to nearby or- 
namental plantings during 



harvest season, the edibles* 
may become con- 
taminated. Also, birds will 
be attracted (o small fruits 
and it may be necessary to 
protect the fruit with net- 
ting which will spoil the 
attractiveness of the land- 
scaping. 

Ms. Relf also suggested 
careful planning when 
planting edible ornamen- 
tals to assure convenience 
of harvesting. Herbs 
which are used frequently 
and popular vegetables 
such as tomatoes should 
be place(Jirt)y the kitchen 
door. 



Include Garden In 
Vacation Plans 



"The family vacation 
needs to be a part of the 
plans for the garden too," 
said Virginia Tech exten- 
sion home horticulturist 
Diane Relf, "so that the 
most succulent of the 
produce doesn't come 
ready for harvest when the 
family is away." 



Look at the number of 
days it takes for the 
produce to mature, look 
at the planned vacation 

days, and select the plan- 
ting date so that harvest 
dates and vacation dates 
don't coincide, she 
suggested 



Wood Ash Should Not 
Be Over Used 



Learn To Use Tools 




It takes only a few tools 
to work a garden but 
beginning gar4eners 
should learn to use them 
properly and develop the 
skills to enable them to 
work the garden easily. 

"And the best way to 
learn is to ask someone 
with the skills to show 
you," said Virginia Tech 
Extension home hor- 
ticulturist Diane Relf. A 
"good hand" on the hoe 
will enable the gardener to 
keep weeds out with only a 
little effort. 

The tools needed for a 
home vegetable garden are 



the shovel or spade, hoe, 
rake and a irowel. "TTie 
gardener doesn't need 
many tools," the specialist 
said, but the tools need to 
be sturdy so they will with- 
stand a lot of use and do a 
good job." 

A garden shovel with a 
short handle and pointed 
blade is lighter and smaller 
than most other shovels 
and is well suited to use in 
the garden. The square 
spade does a neat, straight 
job and is particularly 
popular for edging and 
cultivating. 

However, if there is a 



large expanse of garden to 
break and turn, the long- 
handled, round-pointed 
spade easily penetrates the 
ground, requiring less 
stooping, she said. 

A hoe is essential to 
prepare the sjed bed, to 
remove weeds and to 
break encrusted soil. 
There are several kinds, 
but probably the most 
commonly used one is the 
square-bladed field hoe 
which lends itself well to 
most garden jobs. 

A rake is useful in 
clearing the garden of 
rocks, pieces of wood and 



other debris. It also helps 
spread mulches. 

A trowel wiU* be in con- 
stant use, said the faculty 
member in Tech's College 
of Agriculture and Life^ 
Sciences. It is very handy 
for the many jobs that 
cannot be done with full- 
size equipment. 

For the major chore of 
turning the soil for the fir- 
st time in the spring, Ms. 
Relf recommended renting 
a rototiller for those who 
can d6 ft themselves, or 
hiring someone with a 
tractor and plow for this 
once a year job. 



The increase in 
popularity of wood bur- 
ning stoves may mean that 
home vegetable gardeners 
have more ashes and may 
be tempted to spread the 
ashes on their gardens. 

"For this practice, more 
is not better," said 
Virginia Tech Extension 
home horticulturist Diane 
Relf. Wood ashes supply 
some posphate, potash 
and small amounts of 
boron and other elements. 
In addition to supplying 
nutrients, wood ashes 
have about one-half the 
neutralizing value of lime- 
stone. 

Suggested rates of ap- 
plication are 10 to 20 
pounds of wood ashes per 
1,000 square feet of gar- 



den. A ten-quart pail, 
filled to within two inches 
of the top will contain 
about five pounds of 
wood ashes, so two to 
four pails may be used per 
1,000 square feet. Incor- 
porate the ashes into the 
soil before planting by 
using a rototiller or plow. 

"Higher rates should be 
avoided because of poten- 
tial plant toxicity 
problems," said Ms. Relf, 
a member of the faculty of 
Virginia Tech's College of 
Agriculture and Life 
Sciences. 

Wood ashes should not 
be applied in contact with 
germinating seeds or plant 
roots because of possible 
salt burn from the potash 
in the ash, she cautioned.

Fruit Trees Give Long 
Term Dividends 



To reap long term 
dividends from the home 
garden, Virginia Tech Ex- 
tension specialists suggest 
planting fruit trees. 

Fruit trees require 
regular care and tending, 
but they will continue to 
bear fruit for many years, 
said E. L. Phillips, 
Virginia Tech Extension 
horticulturist. A dwarf 
apple tree has a life expec- 
tancy of 15 to 20 years and 
will yield approximately a 
bushel of apples a ^ear. 

Space, size of ftihthl 
garden site and the home 
gardener's available time 
all have to be taken into 
consideration when plan- 
ning to make a small or- 
chard at home. Never 
plant more than the gar- 
dener can care for 
properly. 

Dwarf fruit trees lend 
themselves admirably to 
ornamental plantings 
around a home, said 
Phillips. They bear fruit 
earlier than standard^ize 
trees, occupy l^ss space 
and can be more easily 
pruned and sprayml with 
ecjuipment available to the 
average homeowner. Most 
nurseries now{ carry dwarf 
and semidwarf apple trees 
of several varieties. Dwart 
pear, peach and cherry 
trees also are available. 

Virginia climatic con- 
ditions are such that good 
results can be obtained 
regardless of whether the 
trees are planted in fall or 
early spring, he said. Plan- 
ting about a month before 
the last killing frost in 
spring is recommended. 

"The important thing in 
plkntingi^he 4raHd^'ls 
that lf«lim«l^ Jbe^JIpr- 
mant and tnat "iHe soil 
should have proper 
moisture content to be in 



good working condition." 

Preparation of the soil 
where the fruit trees are to 
be planted should be as 
thorough as preparation 
for a vegetable garden. If 
the places selected are in a 
lawn, it is best to sp^de the 
soil deeply over an area of 
several square feet where 
each tree is to stand. Dig 
the hole a little deeper and 
wider than necessary to 
accommodate the roots, 
leaving the soil loose in the 
bottom of the hole. Set the 
tree at approximately the 
same depth it grew in the 
nursery. Never set it so 
deep that the union of the 
scion (shoot) and root- 
stock is below grown level 
when the hole is filled. 

Young fruit trees should 
be mulched or cultivated 
until they begin to bear. 
Weeds must be eliminated 
so they will not compete 
for moisture and fertilizer. 
Cultivation must be 
shallow to avoid injury to 
roots near the surface. 

Pruning is important to 
regulate growth, increase 
yields and improve the size 
and quality of the fruit. It 
also makes it easier to 
harvest the fruit and to 
repair any damage to the 
trees. Suggestibns for 
pruning fruit trees are 
available from Virginia 
Cooperative Extension 
agents. 

A comprehensive 
spraying progjram is '' 
necessary for control of 
most insects and diseases 
encountered in the home 
fruit planting. 

A successful spraying 
program includes spraymg 
at the jproper time lOid 
doMCrlk>rol!gh]y, slid 
the specialist. Leave no 
portion of the tree 
usprayed. 



Mulch To 
Control Weeds 



A skillfully welded hoe 
is one way to get weeds 
out of a garden, but a 
good mulch will really 
save labor and ttm6 and 
almost eliminate weeds. 

"Mulches have the ad- 
ded benefit of helping to 
conserve soil moisture, 
prevent erosion, and keep 
the fruits of crops such as 
tomatoes, cucumbers arid 
melons clean," said 
Virginia Tech Extension 
home horticulturist Diane 
Relf. And, when the gar- 
dei^r isn't using the hoe, 
there isn't the danger of 
damaging roots with it. 

Any organic mulch- 
barks, compost, ground 
corncobs, hay straw and 
leaves--is especially 
desirable on light sandy or 
heavy clay soils. Mulches 
improve the water holding 
capacity of light sandy 
soils, and with clay soils 
they tend to reduce soil 
compaction. 

Apply mulch after the 
plants are four to six in- 
ches tall. Before applying 
organic mulch, remove all 
weeds and then spread the 
material evenly between 
the plants to a depth of 
one to six inches. Do it 
when there is reasonably 
good soil moisture and do 
it before the weather turns 
hot in the summer. 

Here are some charac- 
teristics of the more 
popular mulches. Barks, 
such as flr and pine, tend 
lO stay in place. Ground 
corncobs, however, are 
easily blown away. Crass 
clippinp form a mat and 
crusts and the specialist 
advised against using clip- 
pings tliat might contain 
cral^ras s^s, as well as 
avoiding clippings that 
have weed se^ heads and 



materials that had been 
treated with 2,4-D her- 
bicide. 

Compost improves the 
soil when tilled in. Hay or 
straw, which also decom- 
poses fast, stays in place 
and improves the soil. 
Leaves, though easily 
blown away, decompose 
fast and improve the soil. 

Sawdust may tie up soil 
nitrogen, so if this is used, 
the specialist suggested 
adding half a pound of ac- 
tual nitrogen per 10 cubic 
feet. New sawdust tends to 
crust and prevent water 
penetration. Old fermen- 
ted sawdust may be acid 
forming, so the liome gar- 
dener should check the 
soil pH level. Wood chips 
stay in place and are slow 
to decompose; wocxi fiber 
tends to crust and decom- 
poses at a medium rate. 

Inorganic mulches, such 
as black plastic and paper, 
arc applied before plan- 
ting. The land should be 
completely prepared for 
planting and have a high 
moisture level before the 
material is placed over it. 
Place the material over the 
row to be planted, then 
bury the edges to prevent ' 
it from blowing away. Cut 
slits for the seeds or tran- 
splants and perhaps cut a 
few more slits to allow 
rainwater to infiltrate. 

Black plastic film 
decomposes very slowly. 
It is good for vegetables, 
since it adds eight degrees 
of warmeth to the soil 
temperature. 

There are several other 
kinds of mulches used by 
home vegetable gardeners, 
depending on what they 
have available. Sdme use a 
newspaper mulch, 
aluminum coaled plastic 
and foil.

One Way To Make 
Criminals Confess? 

Examiner A mazed A t The Number Of Confessions 
Which Result From People Just Looking At Polygraph

The Virginia Beach Police Department has two 
polygraph machines, five examiners, and administers, 
about 1,000 lie detector tests a year. 

The department's chief examiner is Lt. Frank Drew. 
ife has 13 years of law enf^cement experience and a 
master's degree. He has testified to the polygraph's 
results in over 100 cases in four states and given 
thcHisands of tests. "I've never lost a case where I've 
testified," he said, including 1976 a triple murder case 
in Virginia Beach. 

Drew is responsible for different tests the V.B.P.D. 
uses in its daily work. The polygraph is used in all pdice 
department pre-employment interviews, and will soon 
be used for the fire department. The 27 questions range 
in topics from thievery, homosexuality, and drug use. In 
addition, it's used in criminal and internal affairs in- 
vestigations. 

Drew contends that polygraph machines' findings are 
perfect, and that any errors occuring m the examiner's 
conclusions is the fauh of the examiner and not of the 
machines. 

"If I call this test wrcmg I'm g(»ng to send the wrong 
man to jail," Drew said. 

He says some people are so fearful of the machine that 
they CMifess to the crime befwe they are even wired up. 

"It amazes me the number of people who confess to 
the crime just by looking at the polygraph," Drew said. 

The V.B.P.D. uses the Polyscribe, made by Stoelting 

Pdygraph Instruments, Chicago, n. It is exactly like the 

"state-of-the-art" unit F. Lee Bailey uses on the new 

televisiai show "Lie Detectw," which Drew says is the 

^ best thing to ever happen to polygraphs. 

"That's a real good show for us," I>rew said, noting 
that many people are afraid and ignorant of the machine. 
"You get some(me like F. Lee Bailey talking about 
pdygraphs and pe(^le listen." 

The department also uses another versicm of the 
Polyscribe, also made by Stoelting, which is a bit d<ter. 
and is not as electrtmically eoboMid as the newer, mo-e 
expeiftlWTSoKl. 

The polygraph measures four things: upper and lower 
diaphram breathing, which is monitored by expandable 
tubes which are pulled around the stomach and the 
chest; galvanic skin response, which monitors electrical 
impulses in the fingers as guaged by two finger clips; 
and a cardiotracer, which measures the heart beat and 
changes in blood pressure. 

Basically, all the pdygraph does is indicate deviations 



from the norm in each of the four areas. The norm is 
derived for a particular subject by a standardizing the 
readitig he or she has at the beginning of a session. 

"We had to adjust it perfectly before," Drew said. 
"Now the new ones are electrcaiically enhanced and it 
standardizes it all." 

The machines sell for about 2,500 to $3^500 each. 
Private business is increasing its use of them to 
determine financial losses, even though legislaticm to 
outlaw polygraphs is being introduced in state 
legislatures regularly. 5^ ^^^^„^^^,

Lainhart Loaded 

Bombs 
Away!

Ric "The Virginia Beach Bomber" Lainhart. with a 
pro ^xing record of 7-4, painfully remembers his last 
loss. It was to Hampton's Josh "Hercules" Bryant, a 
novice who at 6'4" and 240 lbs. won a controversial 
fourth round technical knockout over Lainhart a few 
months ago at Rogue's. 

"It was embarrassing to get knocked down three 
timM in one round in front of your friends; especially 
wHyj Hic gay had Ms eyes dosed when he hit me." 
Laiithart said. "I really got me down. Bryant was not a 
goodfighter, he's just a big muscleman." 

Lainhart contends he knocked Bryant out in round 
three and that Bryant was still flat on his belly on the 
canvas at the count of seven. "He couldn't have gotten 
up by ten" Lainhart charges. 

The Bomber may have lost a little mental altitude af- 
ter that loss but he is now back in full flight, having 
knocked out his last two opponents since then. 

Lainhart, who is ranked No. 2 in the state by the Vir- 
ginia Athletic Commission, says he won't rest until he 
evens the score with Bryant. He said he will have the 
opportunity in July when he is scheduled for a rematch 
at Rogue's. 

"I'll have to pt him back here to the beach and beat 
him, and beat him good," Lainhart said. 

Even though Lainhart has Bryant on the brain, he 
must first worry about a tough bout coming much 
sooner gainst Charlottesville's Mark Arnold, 6-2, 
scheduled for Tuesday, May 17 also at Rogue's. That 
night will feature four professional and four amateur 
fi^ts, beginning at 9 p.m. 

In preparation, Lainhart, who predicts he'll bomb 
Arnold in the third, has been training hard and beefing 
up. He has assumed a complete weight training program 
and has hired a running coach, Antigoni Sawides. 

"I WohM Have KiUed Him" 

Lainharfs very last fight took place late last month in 
Hampton where he knocked out New York City's Lin- 
wood Allen in the second round of a scheduled six- 
rounder. AfloJ's record was 4-1 with four knockouts.

Lainhart describes Allen as "6'5" and with a reach 
from here to the wall." But The Bomber is not in- 
timidated by size and went on to pummel his opponent. 

"Mike (Lainhart's trainer and manager, Mike 
Vaughan) told me if I had hit him one more lime in the 
head I would have killed him," Lainhart said. 

Lainhart said Allen became afraid of him early in the 
first round. 

"He came out in the first round and connected with a 
one-two combination to the head; it was his first two 
punches," Lainhart recalls. "I came back with a hard 
right to the body which I think scared him or in- 
timidated him or something. I spent the rest of the 
round chasing him. 

"In the second round he made the mistake of getting 
up against the ropes and started covering up,'*" the 
Bomber continued. "He stopped running and that's 
when I stopped him. I measured him with my left and

Your praiseworthy article about the Virginia Beach 
Volunteer Rescue Squad's First Annual May Day Boar- 
dwalk Run has provided an increased awareness for this 
squad and it's spirit of volu^iteerism. The Virginia 
4' Beach Sun has consistently pr^vi(|ed coverage of this 
squad's functions for which welare grateful. Yet, most 
Virginia Beach citizens do not know that this system in 
the City of Virginia Beach was the first all volunteer ad- 
vanced life support service in the United States. It was 
cited in the April 1981 issue of The Journal of Emergen- 
cy Medical Services as being the only all volunteer 
prehospital care service in the top 100 most populus 
areas in the United States. 

Today, the Virginia Beach Volunteer Rescue Squad, 
serving the oceanfront areas, is the oldest, and busiest 
squad in Virginia Beach. The Beach squad has 
historically been an independent, self-supporting 
organization, funds have been generated through con- 
tributions and traditional fund raising activities. 
However, like many organizations of this type, this 
squad in coming under increased pressure financially. 
Thus, fund raising events like the May Day Boardwalk 
Run became increasingly important. 

It is quite expensive to fund vehicles, squad 
operations, and purchase nwcssary equipment. A'!- 
ditional pressure is caused by decreased contribn'J-ns. 
Individuals have fewer dollars to give at a time when 
organizations like the Virginia Beach Volunteer Rescue 
Squad are asking for more. We do not charge for our 
emergency medical services but are kept alive by con- 
tributions. Our people give their time because they care 
and we have been doing it for over 30 years. 

There is a good reason we have become one of the 
oldest and best squads in Virginia. Because people like 
you at The Virginia Beach Sun have been behind us all 
the way. From all the members of the Virginia Beach 
Volunteer Rescue Squad and the community we ser- 
ve...THANKS FOR GETTING BEHIND US.

The constitutionality of the machines have been 
challenged, as labor leaders cry "invasion of privacy" 
when employees are subjected to routine tests. "The 
unions want to keep as many /people working as 
possible," Drew said. ^ 

Law enforcement officials, however, point to the 
pdygraph as an invaluable tool in the flght against 
crime. They believe in the polygraphs, to some extent 
because of the requirements examiners must meet 
before giving tesU. 

According to Virginia pdygraph examiners regula- 
tions, June 30, 1981, polygraph examiners must meet 
the fdlowing criteria. 

•Apply in writing to the Department of Commerce. 

•Submit fingerprints to the Department, along with a 
sworn affidavit that said applicant has a tachelor's 
degree in a police related field and three years 
experience as an investigator or detective acceptable to 
the department; or has a high school diploma and five 
years experience as an investigator or detective 
acceptable to the department. 

•Successfully complete a course of formal training in 
detection of deceptions at an institution acceptable to the 
Department. This coune of instructiai is a minimum of 
240 hours of formal instructicm in deception detection. 

•Each applicant must have completed a minimum of 
six months as a licensed inwm examiner under the 
supervision of a qualified examiner. The supervising 
examiner shall submit a written report to the 
Department on the progress of the intern every 60 days . 

•Pass an examination conducted by the Department 
for the purpose of determining his or her qualifications 

and finess to be licensed. 

•Hat, be convicted (rf a felony or of any misdemeanor 
involving dishonesty. 

•Submit to an extensive personal investigation. 

Of coune, under certain conditions, the examiners' 
license can be revdted. Formal instruction can be as 
much as 320 hours uid the intern session can last up toa 
year. 

Anyone who takes a polygraph test for possible 
courtroom use must doit vduntarily. For the results to 
be admissible in court, the subject must sign a 
Stipulation and Waiver Agreement, which is signed by 
the commonwealth's attorney, the defendent and the 
defense attorney. Uwler the agreement, all parties 
agree to use the results in court, regardless of the 
outcome of the test. 

In 1976 the V.B.P.D. conducted 223 criminally related 
tests and 250 tests for preemployment and complaints. 
In 1977, about 250 a year, and this number has been 
holding steady for some time now. 

Drew said if an examiner ever has a doubt as to the 
exact {fadings of a test, he should call the test 
"inconclusive." 

"The examining machine is perfect," he said. "The 
error fiKtor u in the examiiwr." 

He said the poiygr^ should be considered an 
"investigative aid" and nothii^ more. He doesn't 
foresee it anytime in tl» near future, even with the TV 
success <rf the machine, that polygraphs wUl start 
peeing up in the iKanes to detect spouse infidelity or 
whether Johnny is on drugs. 
Tlie V.B.P.D. has used the detector since about 1960, 
under former Pdice Chief W.W. Davis.

California's Pacific 
(jas and Electric Company 
(PG&E) recently issued 
its 100.000th home wea- 
therizaticHi loan. PG&E 
began issuing weatheriza- 
tion loans at 8 percent 
interest in 1978, and later 
began offering zero-inte- 
rest loans of U^^^^to 
$3,500 to homeowners^o 
make a variety of energy 
conservation improve- 
ments. 

The California Public 
Utilities Commission esti- 
mates that the 100,000 
loans issued so far made 
possible energyconserva- 
tion improvements that 
will save $162.4 millon in 
energy costs over the next 
twefiy years. Acceding 
to PG&E executive vice 
president Richard A. 
Oarke, the loan program 
bcMfits both the con- 



sumer and the utility: "It 
costs less to finance our 
conservation loan pro- 
gram than to obtain new 
energy supplies that 
would otherwise be 
needed. That's an overall 
long-range saving that 
benefits all our custo- 
mers."

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Now the cry or question 
has become - how much 
higher will it go ~ or when 
will it correct. By most an- 
swers a valid correction 
would be lO^t, in this case 
as much as 100 points. 
The intermediate correc- 
tions have become 
rotational in nature, not 
violent. Rotational means, 
as one stock goes down 
another go« up; never 
really allowing for a major 
correction in the index. 
The general market seems 
to pause in its upward 
movement, only to catch 
its breath, then surge up- 
ward again. 

Given the current 
climate, what can an in- 
vestor do? There is no 
quarantM of the future, 
but there is a relatively 
safe way to proceed. For 
safety, if not sanity, em- 
phasis should be placed on 
the value of an individual 
stock, not on the heighth 
of the market. The good 
investment lie in those 
stocks whose intrinsic and 
potential value far out- 
weigh any market risk. 
Finding these investments 
is the difficulty we all 
face. The only real fears at 
this point are the fear of 
trying and the fear of 
being left behind. Given 
the alternatives, being left 
behind is by far the worse 
of the two. 

The timing of buys and 
sells is always affected, to 
some extent, by the direc- 
tion of the market. Buying 
at the bottom and selling 
at the top are formidable 
tasks. A more prudent 
method is buying on the 
way up and selling at a 
goal or selling near the 
top. Though this method 
lacks perfection, it is still 
far sukperior to the tried 
and true practice of 
buying at the top and, 
selling near nhe bottom. 
Someone may have to lose 
money but why should it 
be you?

Many universities, feel- 
ing the strain <m their 
budget by State and 
Federal cutbacks, are 
using their land wisely not 
merely to relive budgetary 
stress in the short run but 
to ensure future revenues. 
Although the concept is 
not without problems, I 
believe that it is a good 
thing. 

The idea is not new. It 
dates back at least to 1893 
when the University of 
Washington began leasing 
a 10 acre vacated campus 
in Downtown Seattle 
because it was unable to 
sell the prc^rty, accord- 
ing to Douglas Porter, an 
official of the Urban Land 
Institute. That Seattle site 
now includes the Olympic 
Itotel, numerous office 
buildings, a theatre and 2 
parking garages. It pro- 
duced $4.3 million in 
revenue for the University 
in 1979 according to 
Porter, ^4ot bad for leasing 
a 10 acre site.

IS an 



automatic response to 
babies who grab at glasses 
or poke curious fingers in 
youfeye. 

A- firm but loving "No, 
no!" can also be a tool to 
teach toddlers to con- 
trol their own activities 
and'- to respect the rights 
and'-possessions of others, 
according to Growing 
Child, the monthly chili^ 
development newsletter. 

Xoddlers can be taught 



that "No!" means "Stop 
what you are doing-- 
NOW!" When they learn 
this, "No, no!" provides 
a way of controlling their 
aotivity when they are out 
of immediate r^ach. Their 
response will give you time 
to get to them when they 
are headed for trouble. 

If "No, no! "is to be ef- 
fective and useful, parents 
must be selective in the use 
of it. The anxious parent 
who says "No, no!" to 



everything only confuses a 
child. 

Nor is it enough just to 
say "No, no!" Parents 
must follow through at 

first by actually stopping 
the child by removing him 
from the hazard-or by 
removing the endangered 
object from him. Follow- 
through every time is im- 
portant until a toddler 
responds consistently. 

Don't expect miracles! 
It is not enough just to 
teach a toddler that "No, 
no!" means "Stop!" 
That is important to his 
safety and is necessary for 
that reason. But it is only 
a negative approach, 
because toddlers are 
always doing something. 
If you stop them from 



doing one thin you must 
provide them with an ac- 
ceptable substitute ac- 
tivity. 

Very young children, 
especially toddlers, have 
so very much to learn. 
They must learn what ob- 
jects may be touched 
safely and which ones can 
be handled, thrown, 
pulled, pushed, squeezed, 
sat on or jumped on. 
Young children must learn 
all this and much more. 

Parents can help 
children by naming objec- 
ts, by using them properly 
and by talking about ac- 
tions and activities. And 
they must help children 
learn to control their own 
actions. A good start is to 
use "No, no!" firmly, 
consistently, and wisely.

Transplanting is in- 
tended to give a plant 
more space in which to 
develop. However, it will 
temporarily check growth, 
not stimulate it. For suc- 
cessful transplanting, try 
to interrupt plant growth 
as little possible. This is 
one of the advantages of 
using peat pots, which do 
not have to be removed, 
for growing transplants. 
Here are ten steps to 
follow when transplan- 
ting: (1) Use plants that 
are healthy, stocky, 
medium-sized, free from 
disease, and have good 
roots. (2) "Harden off" 
to adapt to environmental 
change. (3) Plant tran- 
splants on a shady day, in 
late afternoon, or in early 
evening to prevent wilting. 
(4) Soak the roots of tran- 
splants thoroughly an 
hour or two before setting 
them out in the garden. (S) 
Handle the plants 
carefully. Avoid distur- 
bing the roots. (6) Dig a 



hole large enough to hold 
the roots. Set the plants 
one inch deeper than 
previously planted and at 
recommended intervals. 
Press soil firmly around 
the roots. (7) Pour one 
cup of starter solution in 
the hole around the plant 
(a starter solution can be 
made by dissolving two 
tablespoons of a water 
soluble fertilizer in one 
gallon of water). (8) Put 
more soil around each 



plant, but leave a slight 
depression for water to 
collect. Break off any ex- 
posed parts of peat pots so 
that they will not act as 
wicks and pull water out 
of the soil. (9) For a few 
days after transplanting, 
shade the plants by 
placing a piece of 
newspaper or cardboard 
on their south sides. (10) 
Water the plants once or 
^wice during the next 
weet.

Preserve Favorite 
Food 



A full freezer and 
shelves loaded with home 
preserved food are com- 
forting sights. ..they 
represent a lot of labor 
and care. 

"But unless you're 
going to eat it, don't 
preserve it," said Virginia 
Tech Extension specialist 
in foods and nutrition, Jo 
Anne Barton. 

The recommended 
storage life for most 
home-canned foixi is one 
year. Beyond that time, 
the quality of the food will 
begin to decline, though it 
is not necessarily unsafe to 
eat. 



"If the food was 
properly processed and 
has remained sealed, 
spoilage organisms won't 
b« present and there won't 
be a health hazard," said 
the faculty member in 
Tech's College of Human 
Resources. 

"However, changes in 
color and flavor may oc- 
cur that make the food 
less appetizing," she said. 

So when you are plan- 
ning the food to the 
preserved, keep in mind 
the family's preferences, 
she added. Beautifully 
preserved -ucchini may 
not be eaten if fresh zuc- 
chini wasn't eaten. 



Thinning Plants 



Thinning is the process 
of correcting the spacing 
between plants by 
removing extra ones. 
When your vegetables 
have two to three leaves, 
pull up the weakest plants, 
leaving the remaining 
plants. The soil should be 
moist when thinning takes 
place so that the 
remaining plants to 
become crowded before 
they are thinned. With 
some vegetable, thinning 
can be a harvest. Beet and 
turnip thinnings make ex- 
cellent greens. Radishes, 
onion, and lettuce can be 
left to thin until some of 
them are large enough to 



eat. 

Some small-seeded 
crops may be sown in wide 
rows or areas instead of in 
rows. Crops such as 
spinach, beans, peas, let- 
tuce and carrots may be 
cultured in wide rows or 
beds. Sow seed evenly. 
Firm soil over seeds. Thin 
young plants to allow 
room for growth. Larger 
vegetables such as melons, 
squash, corn and cucum- 
bers may be planted on 
hills. Mound soil to a foot 
or so in diameter, at 
recommended spacing. 
Plant 4-6 seeds per hill. 
Thin to 3 to 5 plants per 
hill. 



Planting Your Vegetable and 
Flower Garden 



Sow fresh, high-quality 
seed purchased from a 
local garden center or 
mail-order catalog. Saving 
your own seed from last 
year is not recommended 
since it maiy not germinate 
well or breed true. As a 
general rule, vegetable and 
flower seeds should be 
covered about 4 or S times 
their lateral diameter or 
width. Some seeds are 
several times longer than 
they are wide. So, be sure 
you cover them about 4 to 
5 times their lateral

diameter not their length. 
If your garden soil is 
quite sandy, or is mellow 
with a high content of 

organic matter, the seeds 
may be planted deeper. 
The yhoung seedlings can 
emerge quite easily from a 
sandy or organic soil. If 
your garden soil is quite 
heavy with a high silt and 
clay content, the seeds 
should be coverd only 2 or 
3 times their diameter. In 
fact, in such soils, it will 
help to apply a band of 
. sand or vermiculite 4 in- 
ches wide, and V* inch 
thick, along the row after 
your seeds are planted. 
This will help retain soil 
moisture and reduce 
crusting, and make it 
easier for the young 
seedlings to emerge. 

When you plant your 
fall garden in midsiunmer, 
the soil will be warmer and 
drver. Therefore, cover

the seeds about 6 to 8 
times their diameter. You 
may need to apply water 
each day along the row 
with a sprinkling can with 
a ftBe nozzle to supply 
moisture and promote 
germination. 

Vegetable seeds are 
usually sown by dropping 
the seed into furrows in 
continuous rows. To make 
straight rows, drive a 
stake at each end of the 
garden and pull a string 
tautly between the stakes. 
Then draw a hoe or rake 
handle along the string to 
make a shallow one-half 
inch furrow for Tme seed. 
Use the corner of the hoe 
blade to make a deeper 
(one inch) furrow for 
larger seed. Measure the 
distance between rows 
with a yardstick. Empty 
seeds into your hand and 
drop them from between 
your fingers. 



Mix dry, pulverized soil 
or sand with very small 
seed to make even 
distribution easier. Plant 
the seed more thickly then 
needed in case some do 
not germinate. The proper 
distance between plants 
call be obtained by thin- 
ning them later. Cover the 
seeds and firm the soil 
lightly over them using 
the bottom of a hoe blade. 
The moisture content of 
the soil should be suf- 
ficient for seed ger- 
mination.

Real Estate Investing : 
"An Idiot's Delight!"

In the sometimes con- 
fusing and oftentimes 
changing financial 
market, some local 
authorities agree on one 
investment which is sound 
and carries little financial 
risk: real estate. 

If an individual has 
some disposable income, 
they may be torn between 
various investment op- 
tions open to them, be it 
treasury bonds, stocks, 
commodities, futures, 
gold, gems, and on and 
on. In most of these in- 
vestments there is a direct 
correlation between finan- 
cial risk factor and 
am(Mint of yield. Usually, 
the higherthe riskthe mwe 
the investment is apt to 
yield. Or conversely, the 
higher the potential yield, 
greater are the chances 
*^ that the investor may lose 
his money. 

Real estate investments 
are generally broken down 
into two categories: in- 
vestments for owner/oc- 
cupants, and speculation 
investments for investors, 
fii real estate investments 
both groups enjoy a good 
place to live, tax benefits, 



appreciation on the invest- 
ment, and financial 
leverage because of the in- 
vestment. 

"1 believe there is no 
better investment than a 
real estate investment," 
said Roger Pyle, a 
Virginia Beach real estate 
broker. 

Virginia Beach 
Treasurer John Atkinson, 
who was in the real estate 
business for years and is 
still active in it, calls real 
estate investments "an 
idiot's delight," referring 
to the fact that most 
people are already 
familiar with houses. They 
are aware of the needed 
upkeep and can usually 
provide it themselves. 

Atkinson, who has been 
treasurer, for five years, 
ran his own real estate 
company for 15 years, 
owning it f6r seven. He is 
fully invested in real estate 
and has been since being 
treasurer. 

"It's that business that 
allows me the luxury to get 
into politics," he said. 

He won't actually come 
out with a condemnaticm

investors may travel, but 
personally deals primarily 
in frozen versus liquid 
assets. "Frozen" assets 
are those which cannot be 
liquidated in 24 or 48 
hours time, as opposed to 
"Liquid" assets, such as 
stocks which may be tur- 
ned over with only a tele- 
phone call. 

Atkinson said invest- 
ment strategy can be map- 
ped according toan aware- 
ness of national issues and 
events. He recalls former 
President Johnson's 
"Great Society" era, for 
example, when the federal 
government increased in 



manpower by 400,000 
employees. To him this 
meant more payroll, more 
inflation, higher interest 
rates. The Viet Nam war 
in turn created an artificial 
or limited demand for 
products, which added to 
the inflation increase. 

Atkinson describes in- 
flation as the "end 
product of human greed," 
indicating that demands 
on the market allow 
capitalists to drive up the 
prices on wholesale and 
retail goods. 

But now that inflation is 
not soaring and interest

Maritime Museum Looking For Sailors 



The Virginia Beach Man 
time Historical Museum is 
lotAing for a few good 
men to man the oars of its 
16- foot replica Race Point 

the Museum, locate^l 
in the old Virginia Beach 
Coast Guard Staticm at 
24th Street and Ocean- 
front, acquired the boat in 
1982 under a combination 
grant from the Virginia 
Beach Arts & Humanities 
Commission and private 
donations (many from Vir- 
ginia and Maryland Pilots 
Associations). 

The boat, built by the 
Norfolk School of Boat- 
building, will be used in 
the Atlantic Ocean this 
summer in a demonstra- 
tion of life-saving through 
the surf which includes 
competitive races and 
exhibitions. 

Kent Hinnant, acting 
captain and president of 
Ocean Rescue Service, 
will be in charge of the 
volunteer "surfmen" who 
will undergo training in 
lifeboat commands and 



rowing techniques before 
participating in offshore 
races and competitive 
drills each Sunday during 
the summer season. 

Hinnant is no stranger 
to the water or to the 
Coast Guard. His father, 
G.K. "Dusty" Hinnant, 
formed the first group of 
beach lifeguards at Vir- 
ginia Beach in the early 
I930's and was captain of 
the guards when the City 
of Virginia Beach officially 
appointed them to patrol 
the beaches during the 
summer mcmths. Young 
Hinnant began working 
on the beacl; as a boy and 
was at one time the mas- 
cot of the Coast Guards- 
men assigned to the Vir- 
ginia Beach Station. 

In keeping with the 
tradition of the old Life- 
Saving Service, Hinnant is 
looking for all-male volun- 
teer crews to man the boat 
on Sundays during the 
summer. Those interested 
must be in good physical 
condition and be satisfac- 
tory swimmers. 



A second boat is under 
construction at the Nor- 
folk School of Boatbuild- 
ing and will be delivered 
to the Museum in June. 
Once the second boat is 
delivered, crews will be 
formed to compete in 
many of the drills that 
were used by the early 
Life-Saving Service and 
its successor, the U.S.

Libraries Labeling 



Eleven months of plan-

Money And Fun 



If there's two things Virginia Beach 
residents like, it's money and fun; not 
necessarily in that order. 

And why not? 

People who work hard deserve to play 
hard, or just relax, when they get home 
from the office. They want to sit back and 
enjoy their children, their spouse, their 
favorite beverage and videos, and then af- 
ter all is said and done, they consider in- 
vesting any extra money. 

Virginia Beach residents like to invest 
because it usually leads to additional 
money which in turn usually leads to more 
fun: hobie cats, sail boats, fishing boats, 
wind surfers, new cars, new furniture, 
swimming pools, gourmet food and 
drink, all the cable stations, new clothes, 
vacations, and on and on. 

Not everyone finds themselves in a 
position to make investments, whether 
it's in the stock market, for example, or 
real estate. Not everyone has an extra 
$1,000 to $20,000 under the mattress 
ready to be used to further enhance one's 
personal income. Many people in Virginia 
Beach, however, do. 

Some say there is a direct correlation 
between yield of investment and risk in- 
volved. The higher the risk the more of a 



chance of making big money; or losing 
big money. Nobody likes to lose on the 
stock market, for example, but it's 
probably a better bet than can be found 
on the game tables in Atlantic City. 
Savings bonds impose a low risk to the in- 
vestor but also induces a smaller yield. So 
what is one of the safest investments 
which may yeild the highest return the 
dollar? Real estate. 

Everybody needs housing. Upkeep of 
the investment can usually be made with 
cans of paint and a bathroom plunger. 
More and more young families newl 
shelter, and want shelter that is not shab- 
by. For many young people buying a 
house is a major consideration, invest- 
ment and responsibility. And it is also a 
sign of success; a visible indicator that a 
person is employed, earning an adequate 
living, and hopes to have a family. For 
these people, an investment in a house will 
allow tax breaks, monetary appreciation 
of the investment, encouragement for the 
national economy and homes are also a 
status symbol as well as a necessity. 

If you have any extra money solicit as 
much advice as you can. Different in- 
vestments can help different people in dif- 
ferent ways. Invest wisely and be patient. 



Of Note 
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It is interesting to note the number of 
people, according to this week's 'Voice Of 
The People," who believe they can beat 
the lie detector. 

While it's true that lie detectors don't 
always paint pictures in black and white, 
there are often shades of "inconclusive" 
gray, they are for the most part accurate 
indicators of preconceived deception . 

Yet people still think they can regulate 
their blood pressure, breathing, or even 
their consciousness sufficiently enough to 
beat the polygraph. In these cases, under 
a skilled examiner, the result may be in- 
conclusive. But that doesn't mean the per- 
son beat the machine; just tied the 
examiner. 



One of the people polled in this week's 
"Voice Of The People" said she suffered 
from high blood pressure, had taken three 
preemployment polygraph tests and failed 
all three even though she says she has 
never taken a penny from anyone. 

Another subject said he always has a 
guilty conscience about things whether he 
was involved with them or not. He says he 
would have a hard time passing a lie 
detector test. 

It's fully how people only believe what 
they want to believe. Police officers swear 
by lie detectors, as do most attornies. It 
seems the only people yet to be convinced 
of the polygraph veracity is the public. 



Check It Out 



There's a public library in Virginia 
Beach, chocked full of information, but 
not used nearly enough by local residents. 
It is the Virginia Beach Municipal 
Library, located at the Virginia Beach 
Municipal Center. 

Contained within the library are many 
items, such as, over 2,000 volumns of 
special reference tools; city and state 
governmental documents; special studies 
on criminal justice; highways; water; 
public administration textbooks; 
almanacs and directories; newspaper clip- 
pings on anything to do with Virginia 
Beach city government, which are also in- 
dexed and cross referenced. 

The municipal reference library is the 
only library in Virginia Beach to carry 
The Congressional Record, which is a 
daily record of U.S. House of Represen- 
tative and Senate proceedings. 

Just recently, The Virginia Beach Sun 
donated some of its older news files to the 
library, dating bck to the early 1970's. 



Some of the topics, of which the 
librarians said they were shy for that time 
period, included. Upper Wolfsnare; The 
Virginia Beach Education Association; 
Virginia Beach Forum; Virginia Beach 
Vo-tech center; the blue law; Boardwalk 
Art Show; Chesapeake Bay Bridge Tun- 
nel; Virginia Beach Speedway; False Cape 
State Park; Fort Story; Tomorrow Plan; 
Virginia Beach Association; historic 
buildings; The Association for Research 
and Enlightenment; the school board; 
Back Bay; Norwegian Lady; Pendleton 
Project; Rose Hall; erosion; borough 
system; and United Citiien Group. 

The municipal reference library was 
established in 1972. Since then it has kept 
a running account of Virginia Beach's 
governmental and civic history. The 
library is located on the third floor of the 
city's Operations Building. Its hours are 
Monday through Friday, 9 a.m. to 5 p.m.

Continunl from Page > 
rates are down, more and 
more people are looking 
for investments. Real 
estate investing, Atkinson 
says, is "unsophiscated 
but the best investment 
one can make. It does not 
require a lot of intellect to 
own a house." 

Echoing Atkinson's 
jMntiments on housing is 
Pyle. 

He says the real estate 
business in Virginia Beach 
is good because of the 
falling interest rates. 

"The lowering of the in- 
terest rate means that the 
house payment is less for 
today's home buyer and 
that gives them more, 
much more disposable in- 
come," Pyle, who has an 
office in the Haygood 
Buildings, said. 

Basically there are two 
types of real estate in- 
vestors, and two types of 
loans. One group, the 
owner/occupant, gets 
their homes at a lower in- 
terest rate than those 
people who already > own 
their home and are in- 
vesting just to be in- 
vesting. Military veterans 
who apply for Veteran's 
Administration loans, 
(VA), don't have to make 
a down payment on their 
home, as it is underwritten 
by the federal govern- 
ment. Civilians usually 
apply for a Federal 
Housing Authority loans 



(FHA) and must also have 
about 20% of the home's 
value as a down payment. 
Investors pay a consider- 
ably higher interest rate on 
their loans than do those 
people who want owner/ 
occupant loans. 

"The system is geared 
to make it easy on the 
homeowner, so everybody 
can have their own 
residence," Pyle said. 
"The system wants to 
discourage wild 

speculations in real estate, 
and requires more money 
up front. 

"Most banks require 
the investor to put 20% 
down and that discourages 



everybody from going out 
and buying the land and 
defaulting on it," Pyle 
continued. 

When interest rates 
were high, more investors 
were using cash out of 
their pockets. 

Pyle said a simple way 
to view the situation is, 
"when interest rates are 
high things really slow 
down and that has got to 
stop the inflation. Then 
when you get inflation 
under control, you can 
very carefully tune the 
economy with the interest 
rates and start things up 
again."

librarians wil! check out 
their books using a light 
pen. Library users will 
also be able to use this 
system to reserve books in 
other buildings. The com- 
puter will enable the 
librarians to tell the user 
not only whether the 
library owns the book, but 
whether that book is avail- 
able at that moment on a 
shelf in any of the area 
libraries. If that book is 
available, it can be auto- 
matically reserved for the 
library user by the 
automated system and 
delivered to a convenient 
pick up location by the 
library within one day. 

The automated cir- 
culation system also will 
permit the library to better 
manage its $6 million in- 
ventory of books. It will 
know when books are 
overdue and will 
automatically notify 
delinquent borrowers to 
return these materials. It 
will create such significant 



savings in overdue clerical 
work that the library will 
be able to absorb heavy 
increases in use without 
increasing the size of its 
staff. On top of all this, 
the system will provide the 
library with information 
about how its books are 
being used so that 
decisions to purchase new 
books may be made morit 
wisely and in a way more 
responsive to the actual 
cequests of Virginia Beach 
re^dents.

First Birthday Celebrated 



The Virginia Beach 
Crime Solvers program 
recently celebrated its first 
birthday, and the story of 
its inaugural year is one of 
success. 

During this time, the 
program received 1,252 
calls which assisted the 
police department in the 
arrest of 261 people. 
Those arrested were 
charged with 541 varied 
crimes, including murder, 
armed robjbery, rape, ar- 
son and burglary. 

Each wwk the program 
has solicited information 
on an unsolved crime 
through the local media. 
These crimes generally 
have been serious ones 
that have stumpted in- 
vestigators. Of the 62 
crime-of-the-week fea- 
tures, 15 have been solved 
due to tips received 
through the program 
hotline. 

The program has a 99 
percent ccmviction rate in 
cases involving its callers. 
Also, some $161,537 in 
stolen property has been 
recovered and $53,585 in 
illegal drugs have been 
confiscated as a result of 
calls. 

During the year, a 
citizen board of directors, 
which oversees the 
business functions of the 
program, has authorized 
$11,235 in rewards. Re- 
cently the board held its 
first annual golf tour- 
nament to raise additicnul 
funds for the program. 
There were 62 participants 
and approximately $3,000 
was made for the 
program.

FlcM In Tlw House, Getting Rid Of - Fleas don't 
like roclc salt. Sprinkle it very lightly around the 
affected rooms, particularly under the lounge, 
behind the television set. in a closet. You might 
also try putting a small amount in a soup plate in 
each corner of the room. 
Or mix together two cups of powdered borax with 

one cup of crushed moth balls. Sprinkle it into 
your carpet or rug and work it in with your flnger- 
tips. Leave it there for at least six hours or over- 
night. Then vacuum thoroughly. 
Note: The mixture can also be sprinkled under the 
cushions of your lounge, love seat, chair. 
Fleas On Dogs, Preventing - Buy some SO 
milligram vitamin Bl tablets or some brewer's 
yeast tablets or powder. Give a large dog two 
tablets a day; a medium-sized dog, one tablet a 
day; a small dog, one-half a tablet a day. If using 
brewer's yeast powder, use tablespoons and mix it 
with the dog's food. 

Or mix equal parts of oil of thyme or eucalyptus 
oil with olive oil. Put a few drops here and there 
on the dog's skin and gently rub it in. 
Another method is to sprinkle brewer's yeast 
(powdered) onto the dog and rub it in with the 
fmgers.

Pregnancy and Work

Today, more women than ever continue work out- 
side the home throughout their pregnancy. According to 
current laws, if a woman chooses to work up until the 
onset of labor, she may do so. 

Yet, quite often a woman will ask, "Is it safe for me 
to continue working during pregnancy and will working 
injure my baby?" The answer to that depends on the 
woman's health, how she reacts to pregnancy, her job, 
and her lifestyle. According to The American College of 
Obstetricians and Gynecologists, a woman with an un- 
complicated pregnancy in a job that poses no hazards to 
her health or her baby's health, may work until labor 
begins and may resume working several weeks after an 
uncomplicated deli\ery. 

Obviously, no two women have the exact same job, 
lifestyle, or pregnancy. So, if you work and decide to 
become pregnant, you should discuss your indiyidiial 
situation with your doctor. He or she will be fantiliar 
with your medical history and can help you evaluate 
your job conditions. 
One consideration is the physical demands of your 




job. Arc you on your feet all day, have to lift or move 
awkward items, or work in higher than normal tempera- 
tures? Your doctor might be able to suggest possible job 
modirications that would prevent additional strain on 
you during your pregnancy. 

Doctors and health officials are now aware that 
almost anyone can be exposed to hazardous substances 
in their job. Whether you are a hair dresser, medical 
technician, factory worker, or even a teacher, you may 
be expected to hazardous substances or environmental 
conditions that may be harmful. So you should consult 
with your doctor, and company medical personnel if 
possible, about your position. If the nature of the work, 
the complications of pregnancy or other disease preven- 
ts you from working, you are entitled to the same dis- 
ability and health insurance benefits as are other 
workers. 

It is especially important to watch your nutrition, 
exercise, and rest if you continue to work during 
pregnancy. Try to eat well-balanced, high protein 
meals, and if possible, keep a supply of nourishing 
snacks nearby. Get enough sleep at home and try to rest 
during breaks at work. A regular program of exercise, if 
begun before pregnancy, will help keep your energy 
levels up. If you sit most of the day, get up every so of- 
ten and move around to restore your circulation. 

If you're undecided about working during pregnancy 
or concerned about your health, talk to your doctor. 
Your job may be important but so is the health of you 
and your baby.

In love and romance 
and other worldly pursuits 
where personal attractive- 
ness is aa asset, one 
popular method of im- 
proving the odds for suc- 
cess is to borrow a bit of 
coloring from the sun. In 
other words, get a suntan. 

Whilea suntan— like a 
kiss— is a temporary 
thing, some of the un- 
desirable side effects that 
come with it are longer 
lasting. The sun damages 
the skin. Some of the 
damage may be immediate 
and obvious: burning and 
blistering, for example, 
and various skin rashes or 
eruptions, as well as eye 
injury. Other damage may 
come on the installment 
plan and may include skin 
that sags and wrinkles 
long before it should. 
Belated damage may also 
include skin cancer. 

Some people are likely 
to suffer more than 
others. For many, spen- 
ding a long time in the 
sun, when it can be 
avoided, is rashness 
beyond reason. Some very 
fair-skinned people can 
get severe sunburn from a 
half hour of exposure in 



hot summer sun. The 
elderly, for example, need 
to take special precautions 
against overexposure to 
the sun and high tem- 
peratures, as do the obese 
and people who have 
diabetes or heart disease. 
The precaution also ex- 
tends to people who are 
taking certain types of 
drugs, for the sun com- 
bined with the 'drugs can 
bring on photosensitive or 
phototoxic effects. A few 
of the classes of drugs that 
can create problems when 
taken along with a heavy 
dose of sun are certain 
tranquilizers, anti-emetics 
(to prevent vomiting), an- 
ti-hypertensives, diuretics, 
tetracycline antibiotics, 
sulfa drugs, oral diabetic 
drugs and quinidine. Per- 
sons taking any medic- 
ation, prescribed or over- 
the-counter, should check 
with their physicians or 
pharmacists for possible 
reactions in strong 
sunlight. 

And when is the sun the 
strongest? Some lines 
from a 1932 stage revue 
tell us the time df day the 
heat of the sun should be 
avoided (and also about 
some kinds of people who 



fail to heed the advice): 

Mad dogs and English- 
men go out in the mid-day 
sun... 

In Rangoon the heal of 
noon is just what the 
natives shun... 

In Bangkok a twelve 
a 'clock they foam at the 
mouth and run... 

In Bengal to move at all 
is seldom if ever done. 

There is as much science 
as whimsy in these lines by 
Noel Coward for the sun 
is at its strongest and most 
harmful during the hours 
from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. 
Anyone wishing to 
minimize the cfjccu of the 
sun (tf to avoid heaf-Moke 
would do well to confine 
his or her sunning to other 
than mid-day hours. 

ultraviolet radiation is 
worse at these hours, and 
it's that type of radiation 
from the sun that causes 
sunburns, tans the skin 
and leaves permanent 



damage. Excessive 
ultraviolet radiation will 
cause hardening and 
thickening of the epider- 
mis (outer skin) of those 
who tan readily, and blot- 
ching or freckling of the 
skin of those who don't. 



Over the long run, the 
sun's rays will leave the 
skin tough, leathery, peb- 
bly and dry. Crow's-feet 
around the eyes may 
provide a memento of 
long hours spent squinting 
under bright sunlight. 
Other areas of the body 
exposed for long periods 
to the sun's radiation may 

k»se surface wrinkles 
much like those in old 
shoes. Deep Creases 
around the neck are still 
another legacy of the sun's 
ravages.

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Continued Improvement In 
Real Estate Markets Predicted 



Improving affordabiiity 
is likely to spur existing 
single-family home sales 
volume this year to a level 
nearly 40 percent above 
the resale level of 1982, 
according to the National 
Association of Realtors' 
May outlook for real 
estate. 

"For 1983 as a whole, 
existing single-family 
home sales should total 
about 2.7 million units~38 
percent above the 1982 
level-and by 1984, yearly 
resale volume could easily 
break the 3 million-unit 
level," said Dr. Jack 
Carlson, chief economist 
and executive vice 
president of the 
association. 

In his outlook report, 
Carlson also predicts that 
the rate of increase in 
housing starts will taper 
off somewhat over the 
remainder of 1983 before 
reaching a sustainable 
level. 

"For all of 1983, about 
1.6 million new housing 
units are likely to be star- 
ted"50 percent more than 
last year's level," Carlson 
said. "For 1984 and 1985. 
the starts total could rise 
modestly to about 1.7 
million units," he added. 

Much of the continued 
improvement expected in 



the housing market is 
based on the expectation 
of further declines in long- 
term mortgage interest 
rates, Carlson continued. 

"Long-term rates," he 
said, "should continue to 
decline modestly through 
the end of this year, with 
the mortgage commitoient 
rate reaching 12.S per- 
cent." 

However, he said that 
long-term rates should be 
much closer to the rate of 
inflation than they are 
today. He placed the 
blame for today's high 
real interest rates on the 
huge federal budget 
deficits. 

"Real long-term rates- 
interest rates adjustedffor 
inflation-remain at aui^ 
than double their J^yeTof 
the past 20 years and are a 
major deterrent to the ex- 
pansion of the economy." 
Carlson said. 

"Borrowing to flnance 
the $200 billion-plus 
deficits expected in each 
of the next few years is 
placing and will continue 
to place a great deal of 
upward pressure on in- 
terest rates, crowding out 
the availability of credit 
for consumers and 
businesses." 

In his outlook for home 
prices, Carlson predicts 



that priMs for existing 
homes will rise about 4 
percent during 1983- 
slightly above the overall 
inflation rate-while prices 
of new homes will rise 
about 10 percent. 

By the beginning oT next 
year, the median existing- 
home price can be expec- 
ted to be in the $72,000 
range and the median 
new-home price can be 
expected to be about 
$79,000 he said. 

The strength of this 
surge in housing construc- 
tion underscores the con- 
tinued strong demand for 
housing, he added. 

The economist said he 
expects residential invest- 
ment for aU of 1983 to be 
itoat 3^ percent ahead of 
1982*s level, while non- 
r^idential investment is 
likely to fall nearly 2.5 
Pfrcent during the same 
pericH)- 

Much of the expected 
decline in non-residential 
investment is likely to be 
due to continued decreases 
in construction of in- 
dustrial buildings, Carlson 
said. 

However, he said that 
during the second half of 
1984 and all of 1985 there 
should be substantial 
growth in investment in 
industrial structures.

Federal income tax was 
enacted in 1913. Since 
1965, workers receiving 
monthly tips of $20 or 
more have been required 
to give their employers a 
report showing all tips 
received. Employers with- 
hold income and social 
security taxes on the tips 
reported by each em- 
ployee. This remains un- 
changed by the new law. 

As of April 1, 1983, the 
employer must subtract 
the reported tips from 
eight percent of gross 
' sales. The difftrerice wilt 
bi^ allocated, or divided, 
among the employees un- 
der a formula agreed to by 
both employer and em- 
ployees or, if they can't 
reach an agreement, under 
and IRS formula. 

The eight-percent 
allocation is for infor- 
mation purposes only. At 
the end of the year, the 
employer will show 
allocated tips on the em- 
ployee's W-2 form. This 
amount will appear 
separately from the em- 
ployee's wages and repor- 
ted tips and will not be 
subject to withholding. 
The employee should in- 
clude in income any tips 
received during the year 
but not reported to the 
employer. That amount 
could be higher or lower 
4han the allocated tips 
shown on the W-2 form. 

Roddy emphasized that 
the new tip reporting rules 
are necessary because 
many people who receive 
tip income do not report 
all of it to their employers, 
as required by law. 

"In 1981 the complian- 
ce rate for tip income was 
about 16 percent. The 
only type of income with a 
lower compliance rate was 
illegal income, at five per- 
cent. The compliance rate 
for wage income, on the 
other hand, is about 97 



percent. Such a low com- 
pliance rate for tip in- 
come, which cost the 
government an estimated 
$2.3 billion in lost tax 
revenue in 1981, is funda- 
mentally unfair to the 
overwhelming majority of 
taxpayers-those who pay 
their fair share of tax," 
according to Roddy. 

Acknowledging that the 
media are reporting that 
some workers are getting 
zero paychecks because of 
the new law, Roddy said, 
"This happens because 
some employers have 
withheld income tax on 
ambulit^ that i'n(^ltide 'the 
hourly wage plus the em- 
ployee's share of the eight 
percent of gross sales, 
whether the employee 
reported it or not. This is 
clearly a mistake made by 
the employers, not a result 
of the new law." 

Employers should with- 
hold taxes only on the tips 
reported by the employees 
and refund to the em- 
ployees any incorrectly 
withheld taxes. 

Of course, an employee 
with a large amount of 
tips could have his/her 
paycheck applied entirely 
to taxes and other payroll 
deductions, Roddy said. 
Labor laws allow restau- 
rants to pay a lower 
minimum wage to tipped 
workers in anticipation of 
the difference that will be 
made up by tips. Since the 
tipped employee's pay- 
check will be relatively 
small, the payroll deduc- 
tions could equal or ex- 
ceed the amount. 

Even though the em- 
ployee has a "zero 
paycheck" the take-home 
pay is the same as that of a 
wage earner with equal 
gross pay and number of 
di'pendents. The "Zero 
paycheck" results from 
properly reporting tip in- 
come, not from the new 
allocation requirements.

If. what some analysts 
believe is the right 
statistical evidence-that 
of the fifty billions going 
into new, enlarged IRA 
a<xounts annually, forty 
billions are going into 
stocks, oijc^can see how 
the new IRA law fueled 
the market's advance. 

It may have been that 
consumer buying and 
general spending would 
have picked up earlier had 
not so many taxpayers 
been putting their savings 
from lower taxes into 
IRA's. 

The lihiit went up for 
the past tax year to $4,000 
fonmanied 'Couples-'^ien 
oMaHSMM. rhiK>abaiif« 
Bed tmrch -rtton^ ^hichr 
might well have gone into 
consumer spending, ob- 
viously. 



And that might be one 
of the tetaom why the 
stock market began its 
recovery seven or eight 
months ago, about six 
months alwad of the now- 
recognized turn-around 
for the economy in 
general.

Controlling Pests 



Non-Chemical Methods 



The following tips will 
help prevent losses caused 
by insects and diseases; in 
turn, there will be savings 
in dollars: (1) Maintain a 
slightly acid soil (pH 6.5) 
—if in doubt, get an 
anlysis of your garden 
soils through your local 
Extension Office. (2) 
Follow recommended fer- 
tilizer practices. (3) Plant 
crops that are suited to the 
soil and climate. (4) Use 
disease-free certified seed. 
(5) Select disease-resistant 
vegetable varieties. Check 
seed catalogs or supply 
stores. Be sure varieties 
are wilt-resistant; if not, 
you may lose your entire 
planting. (6) Remember, 
seed must be protected. 
Seeds in packets are 
sometimes unprotected. 
They^ can-be ^ily treated 
with a seed protectant 
dust. (7) Select plants that 
are sturdy and have well- 
developed root systems. 
Diseases and insects in 
many young seedlings 
start in greenhouses or 
plant beds and may cause 
heavy losses in the garden. 
Buy plants from a 
reputable grower who can 
assure you they are disease 
and insect free. (8) Rotate 



your garden plot, if you 
can. Do not grow the same 
kind of produce in the 
same place each year. 
Plant the site with 
unrelated crops for three 
or four years. Some 
related crops are as 
follows: (a) chive, garlic, 
leek, onion, shallot; (b) 
beet, Swiss chard, 
spinach; (c) cabbage, 
cauliflower, kale, coUard, 
brussel sprouts, broccoli, 
kohlrabi, turnip, 
rutabaga, Chinese cab- 
bage, mustard; (d) pea, 
broad bean, snap bean, 
lima bean^ (e) carrot, par- 
sley, delery, celcriac, par- 
snip; (f) pbtato, eggplant, 
tomato, peppef ; tg) pump- 
kin, s(}uash,,^ate|pielon, 
cucumber/ muskmeton; 
and (h) endive, Salsify, let- 
tuce. (9) ilw ■. inter- 
plantings, asf opposM to 
solid plantings, of a crop 
in order to separate out an 
infestation and lltv^ reduce 
damage. (10) Thin the 
young plants to. a proper 
stand. (11) Keep down 
weeds and grass. They of- 
ten harbor pests; and 
weeds 'compete for 
nutrients and water. (12)

growing season to reduce 
carry-over of disease 
organisms and over- 
wintering insects. When a 
garden plant is no longer 
producing, burn it, spade 
it in, or use it for com- 
posting. (13) Go easy on 
manure or compost. Too 
much in yout soil en- 
courages millipedes, white 
grubs, and other pests. 
When diseased plant 
material is added to com- 
post, do not use compost 
until all has decayed 
beyond any trace of 
recognition. (14) Fall 
plowing is d(»irable since 
it exposes those stages of 
pests which Hve near the 
surface of the soil to 
natural enemies and 
weather; it also destroys 
insects in crop residues. 

Some insects can be 
helpful by removing un- 
wanted or destructive in- 
sect pests in your garden. 
A few of these beneficial 
insects are sold commer- 
cially, while others can be 
encouraged to make your 
garden their home. To en- 
courage beneficial insects 
care must be used in ap- 
plying chemical pesticides. 
However beneficial insects 
alone cannot be relied on 
to solve insect problems. 

Chemical 
Methods 

Because natural control 
of plant pests is often slow 
and/or inadequate, it is 
often necessary to use 
chemical controls to get 
the quality and quantity of 
yields you want. Early 
treatment of the plant is 
I best for leaf disea se con- 
I trll^^llnt utd^ifnew 
growth must be protected. 
After you see the disease, 
spraying the plants is of- 




ten to6 late. If the 
problem is a soil insect 
and soil-borne disease, 
specific soil treatments 
should be considered 
before or at planting; or 
resistant varieties should 
be grown. Very few weed 
killers are approved for 
use in home gardens. If 
they are used, exercise the 
utmost caution and follow 
label instructions to the 
letter. 

Read the label and 
follow all directions. Store 
pesticides in a safe place — 
in their original container. 
Safely dispose of empty 
containers. 

Wash thoroughly with 
soap and water im- 
mediately following use of 
pesticides. Do not smoke 
or eat while using 
pesticides. 

Apply dusts when the 
air is still, reach both sides 
of the leaves. Do not ap- 
ply excess amounts of 
pesticides. 

Spray is preferable for 
prevention of plant 
diseases in the home gar- 
den. Sprays stick to the 
plant surfaces better than 
dusts. 

Shake emulsifiable con- 
eentratc containers 
thoroughly before 
measuring out the amount 
needed for the spray mix- 
ture. 

All-purpose mixtures 
may contain two or more 
compounds aimed at 
whatever pests may be 
present. 

For best results, apply a 
fungicide before there is 
evidence of plant dan\age.

they have caused damage 



or unless you find them 
when preparing the soil. 
Because of the wide 
variety of crops we plant 
in the home garden and 
the varying nature of our 
soil insecticides, we are 
very limited in the soil in- 
secticides that can be used 
safely in the garden. 

Homeowners in their 
gardens often use more 
pesticides' per square foot 
than farmers do, thinking 
that if a little does good, 
much more will be better. 
This is a serious mistake, 
and a misuse of pesticides. 
The homeowner who dees 
not want pests in his gar- 
den should not have a 
garden. Where there are 
plants, there are pests. 

For additional infor- 
mation, request a copy of 
Pest Management Guide 
12, Control of Insects,

Ways In Which 
Insects Injure 
Plants 

1. Chewing: Devouring 
or notching leaves; eating 
wood, bark, roots, stems, 
fruit, seeds; mining in 
leaves. Symptoms: ragged 
leaves, holes in wood and 
bark or fruit and seed, 
serpentine mines or blot- 
ches, wilted or dead plan- 
ts, or presence of "wor- 
ms." 

2. Sucking: Removingt 
sap and cell contents and 
injectidn of toxins into 
plant. Symptom: usually 
off color, misshapen 
foliage and fruit. 

3. Vectors of DIscise: 
By carrying diseases from 
plant to plant; e.g., elm 
bark beetle — Dutch elm 
disease; various aphids; 
virus diseases. Symptoms: 
wilt, dwarf, off-color 
foliage. 

4. Excretions: Honey- 
dew deposits lead to the 
growth of sooty mold, and 
the leaves cannot perform 
their manufacturing fun- 
ctions. A weakened plant 
results. Symptoms: sooty 
black leaves, twigs, bran- 
ches, and fruit. 

5. Gall formation: Galls 
may form on leaves, 
twigs, buds, and roots. 
They disfigure plants, and 
twig galls often cause 
serious injury. 

6. Oviposition Scars: 
Scars formed on stems, 
twigs, bark, or fruit. 
Symptoms: scarring, spht- 
ting, breaking of stems 
and twigs, misshapen and 
sometimes infested fruit.

Substances: Symptoms: 
scorch, hopper burn.

Why Buy Computers 



The first reason in- 
dividuals list for buying a 
home computer is often 
"for the children," said 
Virginia Tech Extension 
specialist in financial 
management Gerald A. 
Bird. 

In modern society, 
many more career choices 
are going to involve com- 
puters, and parents are 
anxious to have their 
children familiar with it. 

"But," Bird said, "get- 
ting the computer for the 
children is as often as not, 
an excuse for the adults to 
learn." 

And, he hoped that the 
adults were learning how 
to make a computer useful 
in their lives and the 
household, because com- 
puters are going to be very 
useful in getting infor- 
mation into the home. 
Already there are a num- 
ber of firms offering 
news, nutritional analysis 
of food, airline schedules, 
movie reviews, and shop- 
ping information via 
home computers. 

Microcomputers have a 
great potential in educ- 
ation. Bird said. There is 
software available to teach 
everything from Algebra 
to Zoology. 

Computers, he thought, 
would be a part of 



education m other ways 
too, because the com- 
puters can offer two-way 
communication between 
the instructor and the 
learner. Many businnses 
and industries will be 
using the computer's 
capabilities to provide 
training. In the future, 
when individuals want to 
know how to do some- 
thing, they will check out 
computer software from 
the library and learn from 
it. 

The interaction between 
the learner and the 
educational information 
that the computer allows 
will probably make it 
much easier f £» ffl(»t per- 
sons to learn. 

Some individuals will be 
able to do their work at 
home using the com- 
puters, the specialist said, 
but he didn't feel that tht 
home computers would 
replace the work place. 
"It will just enhance the 
quality of work by making 
it easier," said the faculty 
member in Tech's CoUege 
of Human Resources. 

Finally, he said, there is 
the entertainment aspect 
of home computers. Many 
individuals have really en- 
joyed the games and the 
games have led them into 
using the computers for 
other purposes.

helpful if you have large 
amounts or organic refuse 
and a relatively small gar- 
den. There is usually no 
objectionable odor during 
the process when layers of 

soil are added to the pile. 
When thoroughly 
decayed, there is little 

possibility of disease or in- 
sect problems from using 
compost. 

If you desire to make 
compost refularly, it will 
be helpful to construct 2 
long bins out of planks or 



concrete blocks. Make the 
bins about 4 feet wide, 4 

feet high, as long as 
desired, and open at one 
end. Plat refuse may be 

accumulated in one bin 
while the compostiiig 
process is taking place in 
the other. 

Start your compost pile 
with a 6 inch layer of 
leaves, straw, weeds, or 

other plant material you 
have available. Coarse

The top should 
be lower in the center to 
cause water to move into 
the pile rather than to run 
off. The use of compoM 
activator compounds U 
notnec^ury. 

Water the pile is often 
as i^ressary to maintun a 
relatively high mois^rc 
en tent, which promotes 
decomposition. The iriant 
materials should dec(MB- 
pose into good compoM in 
about 4 (v 5 moitths to 
warm weathR, but mi^ 
take lon^ under wtA or 
dry conditions. Com- 
p(»ting may be ctMni^eted 
in I or 2 months if the 
materials are shr^UM, 
kept moist, u^ tttfMd 
aevCTal tinws to provide 
good aeratioa.

CIO Pick Up 
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Handicapped Athletes May Have To Borrow

It seems that too few Viigink Bewh residents pay 
much attention to wheetchair athletics. 

It's rarely, if ever, on any of the pubUc airwaves. It 
occasionally appears in print. It's usually not the topic 
of many sunset dinner parties. Yet, some people in 
Virginia Beach are very invdved with spwting events 
for handicapped people and can't understand why the 
public hasn't more Mrtively supp<vted them. 

Case in point: For the first time in the Virginia Beach 
Sunwheder's histwy. seven of its wheelchair athletes 
have quaUfied to compete in Hie I^tional Wheelchair' 
Games to be Iwld tiM week oS June 13 in (fcnolulu, 
Hawaii. Before this yew, never had mo-e than three 
qualified. And never have the games been held outside 
the U.S. Sending the seven athletes and a coach to the 
islands will cost about $7,200. So fiv the Sun Wheeler's 
have less than $3,000. Appeals to the public for support 
have earned the diib some nuney, but unless a lot 
more money comes in it's questionable how many of the 
athletes wiU be atrie to compete in Hawaii, and 
txxsibly on later at the international wheechair games, 
scheduled for July in Stoke-ManviUe, England. 

"Small donatkms like $10 and $1S are coming in: 
they're trickling in, let's put it that way," said Sun 
Wheeler's Inc. President Rc*ert Dean, a Virginia 
Beach merchandiser. "If it continues at this pace

there's noway in the world that' we're going to be able 
to go to the hbtionals. I mean it's absdutety 
impossible. 

"In the most populated city in the sute of Virginia, it 
would be almost deplorable if the city of Virginia Beach 
missed an opportunity to send seven athletes to the 
national punes with the opportunity to come back with 
close to the same amount of medals that we have," 
Dean continued. "We are going to be competing with 
athletes frcnn all SO Mates, it would really be a shame if a 
portion of these athletes couldn't go, or possibly all the 
athletes; that we could not send any representation to 
the games. 

If there is a slMrti^e of funds it may be necessary to 
choose from the seven which ones will be able to go. 

"If it geu down to that we would {vobably have to 
pidc and choose, which would be an unfortunate 
situatioi," Dean said. "The more athletes you have 
there the more ci a chance you have of setting new 
records.^* 

Without putting the cart before the horse, there is 
also concern over how any of Virginia Beach's athletes 
who might win in Hawaii will get to England.

athletes in the nationals to represent the U.S. in the 
international games?" Dean asks. 

If the needed money i^,not raised to finance all the 
athletes' travel and lodging expenses, some of them 
may try to secure the mcmey from other means. 

"Either they don't go or the athelte would have to 
try to bwrow money, if they ccxild possibly come up 
with that much money an their own," Dean said. "Tbey 
would have to go to the banks or bcrrow from their 
relatives and friends." 

The athletes won't turn down large COTpwate 
deviations, but would rather have a contribution from 
each and every Virginia Beach resident. 

"We don't expect large contributions from major 
corporations, which are nice," Dean said. "We would 
rather have the entire ccanmunity involved. If we could 
just get 25 cents from every citizen in Virginia Beach it 
would take care of all of our games for the rest of the 
year, h would take care of our budget for the entire 
year." 

Dean is reluctant to approach city council for the 
mcmey. He is already more than appreciative of the 
sports wheelchairs, referees, coaches and facilities the 
city has already donated to the 30-plus member group. 

"I have toyed with the idea," Dean said, "but the 



problem I think City Council faces is that it is having 
problems of its own with its budget. It's gcmna be hard 
for the city council to pick out a select organization (to 
fund). You'd have everybody coming out of the 
woodwork." 

Ideally, the Sun Wheelers would prefer not having to 
consider asking anyone but the public f<x mwiey. 

"U makes you feel so much better if you get a check 
in the mail frwn a concerned citizen," Dean said. "I 
mean, you know ywi've gotten the people voluntarily on 
their own behind you." 

The Sun Wheelers, founded in 1977, has a basketball 
and a track and field team, Last year's basketball 
season, for example, included 27 games at the 
Kempsville Recreation center, whh an average 
attendance of 200 people per game: Last year the 
Mid-Atlantic wheelchair Games were held for the flret 
time ever in Virginia Beach. About 360 wheelchair 
athletes from 16 states participated in the games, which 
turned out to be the largest games in its history. Before 
last year the regional games were held every year at 
their birthplace, the Woodrow Wilson RehabiliUtion 
Center in Fisherville, Va. The national games are 
sanctioned by the NaticMial Wheelchair j^hletic 
Association, based in Colorado Springs at the U.S. 
Olympic Training Center. The international games are 
sanctioned by the International Stokc-Manville Ccmi- 
mitte'e. The Sun Wheeler's track and field coach is

Lainhart is now the ringleader in the 
local pool of boxers, but he also has a 
strong supporting cast made up of the 
growing 20-member Virginia Beach 
Boxing Club. Amateurs and prof^sionals 
make up the ranks of the club, including 
Stacy Lewis, a three-time flyweight state 
champion and a two-time regional cham- 
pion. He is also the only Virginia Beach 
bo%<a ever selected to fight on the United 
States International team.

He 
tried the PaviUoii, but expenses were too 
much and the CTOwds were too small. In 
additicm, tht l^vilion in all its splendor 
and greatness did not offer the at- 
mosphere conducive to promoting 
l»rofe^«ial bmoj^, which, in addition to 
spGti, has ^so beoi cal^ mtertainment. 

A nightclub is what Bennett n^ded. 
Ami tte (NK wl^fa seomd to fit the bill 
was looited abM»t directly right across 



the street from his Virginia Beach 

Boulevard restaurant, The Surf Rider. It 

was Rogue's, which in addition to already 

having a reputation as being one of 

Virginia Beach's most popular nightclub/ 
bar, is also known for being one of, if 

not the biggest club in Virginia Beach. In 
addition to space and atmosphere, it also 
offered mixed drinks and food. 

The state was set: boxers, a location, 
and fans. 

From the onset, local judges and even a 
state senator, along many other 
prominent people, have attended the pro 
fights. They enjoy them and the senator 
has publicly endorsed boxing as a way to 
• help young men grow and develop. The 
local boxing contests are well run and at- 
tendees don't hesitate for a minute to 
bring their girlfriends or wives. 

The local favorite right now is 
Lainhart. In the last few months he has 
been working out at a local spa as an in- 
structor and the results of his toils can be 
seen in his chest and arms. On top of that, 
he doesn't like losing and has vowed to 
someday bring a state boxing title to 
Virginia Beach. 

But the future of boxing in Virginia 
Beach does not rest entirely in Lainhart 's 
glove. U will take other boxers, such as 
Ricky Butts and newcomers such as Bill 
Worells to keep the ball rolling. But even 
that is not enough. All of the Virginia 
Beach boxers who are now amateurs may 
one day turn pro, and they too will have 
janissaries to follow and support them at 
the boxing matches. 

Virginia Beach has now stepped into 
the ring of professional boxing. Thus far, 
the step has been sure-footed. And there's 
no reason to think it will slip. But local 
fight fans will not be really content until 
they have competitors and contenders 
strong enough to attract television and 
cable sports coverage of the city's local 
boxing. Patience is needed, but vision is 
the key. Slowly but surely as the boxers 
train harder and harder, boxing will grow 
bigger and bigger in Virginia Beach. Let 
the bout begin.

Robb announced in late '*April a new state-paid 
program aimed at reducing tlie amount of liarmful 
runoff from farmland draining into tlie Chesapeake Bay 
and Cliowan River systems. About two-thirds of tiie 
state drains into tliese water systems wiiicii are con- 
sidered by Virginia Secretary of Commerce and Resour- 
ces Betty J. Dicner to be environmentally sensitive. 

Under the three-year Virginia Filter-Strip Incentive 
Program, farmers in tlie watersheds who have signed up 
for the federal payment-in-kind (PIK) program are 
eligible. Participants will be paid 10 cents per linear foot 
(20 cents for both sides of a waterway) to plant and 
maintain grass filter strips averaging at least 20 feet wide 
beside streams ai>d rivers on their farms. About 12,000 
Virginia farmers we eligible for the program and may 
sign up between May IS and July IS. 

Soil conservation experts consider filter strips an ef- 
fective measure that holds soil along streams' and 
rivers' banks and traps eroded soil. The buffers also 
trap pesticides, herbicides, fertilizer and 
microorganisms that otherwise might reach waterways. 
The strips provide wildlife with cover and food, as well.

Editor: 

A recent letter of mine pointed out an apparent over- 
sight in our perception of the controversy surrounding 
the First Amendment. The letter stated that we had 
overlooked a simple and obvious fact: That Congress 
had made no law respecting an establishment of 
religion. 

A little insanity would help in understanding the cour- 
ts tortured 'logic' in this matter.

"We, therefore, conclude that the Mobile County 
school activities are in violation of the establishment 
clause of the first AmendmentvhJch bars Congress 
from establishing a religion." 

This conclusion is not unique. It is the basis for all 
similar cases. 

Now to try and separate the falsehood from the truth: ' 

"We, therefore, conclude that the Mobile County 
school activities are in violation of the establishment 
clause of the First Amendment..." 

This is an obvious lie! 

But to continue: "...which bars Congress from 
establishing a religion." 

This in itself is a true statement. The First Amen- ^ 
dment prohibits Conpess from making such a law. But

role of judge, jury and executor of the First Amendment 
(as the courts so interpret). • 

Even if Congress were to make a law establishing (or 
prohibiting) religious activities, it would not negate, nor ' 
lesses the force of that which is mandated in the First < 
Amendment. It would simply mean that Congress (not \ 
the school activities) was in violation of the First Amen- 
dment. 

The last six words of the First Amendment (dealing 
with religious freedom) are conveniently omitted when 
the courts refer to this Amendment. These words are 
"...OR prohibiting the free exercise thereof." The ob-. 
vious intent ol these words may be correctly expressed 
as follows: "Congress shall make no law prohibiting the 
free exercise of religion. * * 

There is no way on God's earth for any sane person to 
mistake the intent of these words or to equate them with 
the courts action of prohibiting religious activities in sk- 
chool.

Hiere are an estimated 6,000 potential wheelchair 
athletes in Virginia Beach. Of this figure, only about 30 
of them are members of the Sun Wheelers. Local 
hospitals and health centers are aware of the Sun 
Wheelers, but do not promote it heavily. 

"I don't think they realize the Sim Wheelew are as 
organized as they are," Dean said. "I think they think, 
•oh, the Sun Wheelers,' and they dr<v it very 
casually." 

This lack of support is a shame. Dean says, especially 
in light of the services and resources the Qty of 
Virginia Beach offers. 

"Not all cities have number one recreatioiial facilities 
Uke the aty of Virginia Beach, has," Deahsaid. "But H 
also has concerned citizens who reaUy care about their 
fellow man; especially the ones who have disabilities." 

But what the Sim Wheelers need, in »ldition to 
concern, is money and manpower. 

"The problem is the public awareness of the Vu'ginia 
Beach Sunwheelers, not only to the able-bodied people 
who could support and lend assitance in Aud raising; 
during our games with equipment, practices and 
attributions," Dean said. "Tliere just ippeus as 
though there's not enough people in the dty of Vu-ginia 
Beach that even know about the exist«ioe of the Sun 
Wheelers." 

Lack (tf pubUc response can take a lot out of an 
athletic team, but the real hurt comes when other 
wheelchair athletes don't take advantage of the 
qpportunity to get involved with the Sun Wheelers. 

"You take that (lack of pubUc support) and couple it 
with the fact that there are so many wheelchair 
athletes, or fomer athletes, that aren't even aware that 
they have an opportunity to be part of an organized 
sports team which is a member of the national sports 
team and then goes on to international." Dean said. 

"There's a vast amount (tf people out there confined 



to wheelchairs that could. become an integral part of 
the Sun Wheelers." 

The Sun Wheelers is actively searching for new 
wheelchiair athletes tohelpconbat an athlete's number 
one enemy: time. 

"As our athletes become a little dder and little ddtT 
their bodies start getting weaker and weaker, as with 
all athletes, they have to be replaced," Dean said. 
"And we try to get the word out to the community to let 
them know that if you, or a former athlete, who has 
unfOTtunately had an accident and are now conHned to a 
wheelchair, we can still take and train you so you can be 
part of the Sun Wheelers. 

"And we are going to be needing in the future young 
athletes," Dean continued. "We're talking about 
people in their teens. We need them right now so we 
can cultivate their bodies and their minds to be a part of 
Sunwheelers." 

Ihe Virginia Beach Sun Wheelers, Inc., a noi-protit 
organization composed of concerned business and civic 
individuals, exists to promote wheelchair sports in the 
Tidewater area. Funding relies entirely on ccmtribu- 
ti(Xis. 

During the recent Mid-Atlantic Wheelchair Games, 
the Virginia Beach, Sun Wheelers won a total of 46 
medals, and set two new meet records. Awards are as 
follows:

on the issues deferred for 
one month.

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New Kitchen In 
An Old Parsonage 



When a working couple 
bought a large old fornier 
parsonage, their first 
proj^t was a complete re- 
do of the kitchen, which 
hadn't undergone 
significant change since 
the house was built in the 
1920's. 

The first step was sim- 
ple enough: rip everything 
out. 

Then came the fun part: 
planning a functional, 
new, step-saving kitchen 
for two people whose 
hobby is cooking and 
good food. They decided, 
first of all, to create a 
triangular work area, 
which would put the new 
sink, range, refrigerator 
and counter space all 
within arm's reach. 

This was achieved by in- 
stalling a center work 
island at an angle in the 
middle of the room. The 
work island, cabinets, 
counters and refrigerator 
are all bright white, giving 
the renovated space the 
clean, functional look 
they desired. 

The cabinets are oak- 
trimmed, which coor- 
dinates with a built-in 
wooden table, bench and 
china cupboard in a 
breakfast nook just off 
the kitchen. The nook 
and its contents are an 
original feature of the 
house, which they decided 
to spruce up but otherwise 
not change. 

To add a (ouch of color 
to the all-white setting, the 
couple put down an Ar- 
mstrong Solarian do-it- 
yourself tile floor in soft 
blue and peach.

capitalizing on a par- 
ticular event. The basis 
value of the stock is un- 
changed. Directly stated, 
if you hear about a great 
opportunity from your 
barber or hairdresser, 
there is a 99<^ chance the 
stock has aheady reacted. 
The news and further 
invMtigation is warranted. 
You may be near the 
b^iiming of the infor- 
mation circle. Being near 
the end can be compared 
to the children's game of 
crack-the-whip on roller 
skates. The research is 
what determines whether 
you act on what you 
heard, often fast action is 
required. Seldom does one 
news event surprise the 
experts nor does it per- 
manently change a stock's 
price structure or trend. 

All of this talk of news 
and knowledge must not 
be confused with "insider 
information". "Insider 
information" is infor- 
mation that is not 
available to the public. 
The source, timeliness, 




and use of information 
determines whether it is 
"insider". Ideally what an 
investor wants is a timely 
recommendation based 
upon a potential hap- 
pening. Then, as that 
potential becomes a 
reality, a corresponding 
move in the stock price is 
desired. 

With all of this ram- 
bling on news, knowledge, 
time, and timing there; 
must be something that 
can be us«l. The first 
tenet that should be used 
is "Buy on bad news; sell 
on good." For the benefit 
of your sanity and your 
money, use caution. 

Pschologically, this dif- 
ficult to do. Historically, 
this is also lucrative. The 
bottom line remains; good 
sources and good research 
are a great combination. 
Some very good stock 
recommendations come 
from someone wanting to 
know about a particular 
stock. What makes them 
"very good" is the sub- 
sequent research, which 
justifies the initial urge.

from Virginia Beach. 

The Filipino group 
presented to the gover- 
nment lawmakers, among 
others, the Amerisian law 
which excludes Filipino 
children born in the 
Philippines and fathered 
by American citizens for 
eligibility to become 
American citizens, while 
those from Laos, Vietnam 
and other Asian countries 
are eligible. Also, ser- 
vicemen joining the ser- 
vice after 1979 are not 
eligible for American 
citizenship outside from 
the quota prescribed by 
the govrnm^nt. In ad- 
dition, Phillippine scouts 
do not receive same 
benefits as other ser- 
vicemen are receiving. 
These problems and other 
areas of interests were 
thoroughly discussed and 
were enthusiastically ac- 
cepted for serious con- 
sideration by the 
lawmakers.

Virginia's Used Oil ICecycliqg, Program for Virginia 
Beach officially got underway receiitiy at an dl pouring 
ceremony at the Windsor Woods Mobil, 3600 South 
Plaza Trail, Virginia Beach. 

The State Office of Emergency and Energy Services 
(C£ES), the pr(«ram's sponsor, estimates that nearly 
4.4 million gallons of dirty crankcase oil is dumped into 
the environment each year in the Commonwealth. This 
oil pcdlutes ground water, streams, rivers, and 
ultimately the Chesapeake Bay. 

OEES and the Virginia Petroleum Council along with 
175 service stations want to provide do-it-yourself oil 
changers with an environmentally and energy efricient 
alternative to dumping their car's dirty oil in backyards, 
trash cans, and down storm sewers. 

Area service stations volunteering to accept used oil 
from the public wiU safely store it until it can be picked 
up by a used oil collection firm. The dl is then cleaned 
and used as an industrial heating fuel ot re-refined into 
an engine lubricant.

On the last leg of my flight, I looked out the 
window at the flat swamplands, inundated with 
snake-like rivers and canals, a thousand craters 
and rice paddies and I knew this was Nam. 

Putting it down at Bien Hoa, where VC were 
lobbing rockets on the strip, I was surprised by 
the sounds, but not yet smart enough to be afraid. 

As we hit the strip that had been hastily 
patched, the doors were swung open and the 
dreadful stench of napalm, human waste and God 
only knows what else, filled my nostrils. 

Here we are in the boondocks and it's a 
nowhere land and I'm wondering, "where in the 
Hell is the war?", and, recoiless rifle fire within 
earshot tells me, it's right here. A run at 
breakneck speed to the closest bunker was really 
weird, but some grunt is shouting "down and 
out, get the hell out of here you stupid 
sonofabitch "... and I did. 

In the Quonsel that was to be home for only 
a few nights, an army helo-driving warrant-officer 
tells me, "This is our world. You 're in Hell today, 
man, and it ain 't going to get a damned bit better 
tomorrow." 

And. it didn't. 

Clearly, rank was always so visible in "the 
world", and here, it was damn near non-existent. 
Not only was it tough to find out who was up and 
who was down, you could n 't even tell what branch 
of what service or what country he was in. And, I 
was to find out later, no one really cared, 
including me, as long as everyone pulled their 
weight. 

Today, I thought to myself, "I'm really scared 
and I run because someone tells me to and I felt 
the fear creep into my facial expression and I 
guess it stayed there for awhile, because someone 
asked me if I was ' 'alright ' ', and I wasn '/.

Floors, Varnished - Never wash varnished floors 
with hot water. A cloth wrung out in lukewarm 
water is best. Each piece of the floor must be 
washed and dried immediately.

Foot Warmer, Making Your Own - Put three of 
four cups of salt in a skillet and, over low hear, 
warm it up. When hot, pour into a large, thick 
sock and tie it with a string. It holds the heat for 
hours and can be used as a foot or hand warmer 
both indoors and outdoors. 
Fresh Bread, Hot, Cutting - The best way is to put 
the bread knife blade in very hot water for two to 
three minutes.

When a woman has 
irregular menstrual 
bleeding-bleeding bet- 
ween periods, irregular 
periods, or abnormally 
heavy or prolonged 
periods-her doctor might 
suggest one of several 
procedures to diagnose the 
problem. 

While a number of con- 
ditions cause irregular 
bleeding, the most likely 
reason is some problem 
with the monthly produc- 
tion of hormones. During 
each menstrual cycle, the 
endometrium (lining of 
the uterus) grows and 
develops in prepareation 
for receiving a fertilized 
egg. When the egg isn't 
fertilized the Hning is shed 
(menstruation) and the 
cycle starts over again. 



These changes result from 
hormones produced by the 
ovaries that are in turn 
regulated by other glands 
and may even be influen- 
ced by a woman's 
emotions. So a number of 
things, including 
emotional stress, can up- 
set a woman's hormonal 
balance and her menstrual 
cycle and cause irregular 
bleeding. 

Other causes of abnor- 
mal bleeding include 
lUD's, polyps (small 
growths inside the uterus), 
infections, ectopic 
pregnancy (pregnancy in 
the fallopian tubes), or 
endometrial cancer (can- 
cer of the lining of the 
uterus).

Skin Cancer 



: Skins of individuals are 
affected differently by the 
sun. It depends on the 
amount of the naturally 
occurring skin pigment, 
melanin, that an in- 
dividual's system 
produces. Persons with 
dkrker skins produce 
larger amounts of 
nielanin. They also tan 
quicker and with less 
tipuble than those with 
fair skin. Tanning is 
especially difficult for 
those Celtic and other 
blue-eyed and green-eyed 
peoples of northern 
l^ropean origins. 

But even those who do 
tan readily and flaunt 
their ability to do so may 
pay dearly for it in the 
future. Premature aging 
of the skin is only a part of 
these deferred payments. 
Hie most dreaded long- 



term effect is the ac- 
celerated potential to 
develop skin cancer. 

Ultraviolet radiation 
from the sun or other 
sources is the leading 
cause of skin cancer in 
people. People who 
freckle and sunburn easily 
are especially vulnerable 
to skin cancer. Most der- 
matologists consider ex- 
cessive sunbathing 
downright foolhardy. 
They believe the risk of 
cancer developing from 
ultraviolet radiation is 
there, whether one is sun- 
burned or suntanned. 

The two most common 
types of skin cancer-basal 
cell and squamous cell 
carcinomas-have been in- 
duced in test animals by 
applicaiton of ultraviolet 
radiation. Each yj;ar, ac- 
cording to estimates by the 



National Cancer Iiutitute, 
more than 300,000 cases 
of these two types pf $kin 
cancer in thie United 
States.- ■ 

The third type of skin 
cancer-melanoma-is much 
more deadly than the 
others. It has a 40 percent 
to 50 percent fatality rate, 
but it is not nearly as 
common, there being only 
about 9,000 cases a year. 
It's not as clear that 
ultraviolet rays cause 
melanoma as it is that they 
cause basal cell and 
squamous cell cancer, 
although it's strongly 
suspected that they do. 

In a 1971-72 study made 
in several areas of the 
country by the National 
Cancer Institute, there were 
2.5 times as many cases of 
non-melanomic cancer in 
the sunny Dallas-Fort 
Worth area (latitude 
32.8 'N) as in the Min- 
neapolis-St. Paul area 
(latitude- 44.9 "N), where

the sun is less potent. 
Although skin cancers 
rarely develop in persons 
under 20, the incidence in- 
creases gradually with ad- 
vancing age and peaks at 
about age 75. 

The potential for short- 
term and long-term injury 
is there whether the 
ultraviolet radiation 
comes from the sun or 
other sources. Sunlamps 
employing ultraviolet light 
have long been a favorite 
for persons seeking a tan 
in winter of those without 
access to the sun at other 
times. More recent has 
been the popularity, in 
some parts of the county, 
of tanning booths or huts, 
which the customer uses 
for a fee. All such 
ultraviolet radiation 

devices must adhere to 
FDA design and perfor- 
mance standards, which 
include requirements for 
timers, goggles and label 
directions to help pervent 
short-term injury.

bleeding, your doctor 
might recommend one of 
several procedures, in- 
cluding D & C (dilatation 
and curettage), en- 
dometrial biopsy, or suc- 
tion curettage. All of thrae 
procedures remove cells 
from the lining of the 
uterus for examination. 
The type of procedure 
recommended will depend 
on such things as your 
medical history, suspected 
causes of bleeding, and 
your age. 

Both an endometrial 
biopsy and suction curet- 
tage can be done in a doc- 
tor's office. Both 
procedures involve inser- 
ting a long, slender hollow 
tube into the certix which 
is used to gently scrape off 
and remove small pieces 
of tissue. Both procedures 
can cause some discom- 
fort while they are being 
performed, but there are 
no after effects. 

The D & C is the most 



common female surgical 
procedure performed. It 
can be done in either an 
outpatient clinic or in a 
hospital, but always with 
some type of anesthetic. 
The doctor gently dilates 
(opens) the cervix (nect of 
the uterus) by inserting 
progressivly larger rods in- 
to the cervix until it is 
about one-half inch wide. 
Then a curette (a long 
spoon-shaped instrument) 
is used to carefully scrape 
and remove tissue from 
the uterus lining. 

Although each 

procedure is done for 
spo:ific reasons, basically 
the biopsy and suction 
methods are less thorough 
than a D & C, but are 
more easily done, require 
no anesthesia, and are less 
expensive. Your doctor 
can explain why he or she 
has chosen a particular 
procedure for you based 
on your medical history 
and bleeding problems.

House BiU Will Reduce

kiwa soybean former 
Meriyn Qroot told mem- 
bers cX the U.S. House 
Merchant Marim Sub- 
committee this week that a 
bill giving preferential 
treatment to U.S. bulk 
cargo shi{M would reduce 
soybean farm income, 
jeopardize soybean 
exports and take, $623 per 
fonner to subsidize the 
U.S. Merchant Marine. 

Ihe biU, H.R. 1242 
"Hie Competitive Ship- 
ping and Shipbuilding Act 
of 1983", would require 5 
percent (rfaUI^.S. dry and 
liquid bulk imports and 
expons to be carried by 
U.S. built, owned and 
operated flag vessels. Hie 
5 percent preference 
requirement would in- 
crease 1 percent annually 
untU U.S. flagships oury 
20 percent of all. bulk 
imparts and experts. 

"This bill is a thinly- 
veUed form of ivotectio- 
nism which would guu-an- 
ee eligible U.S. bulk 
vessels a share ci U.S. 
commercial cargoes at 
inflated shi|;q>ing rates," 
said Groot, a Manson, 
kywa soybean farmer cur- 
rently serving as diairman 
of the American Soybean 
Assodation (ASA) Thuis- 
portation Committee. 
"Rather than expanding 
on a 30-year record ^ 



failure, it's time to pull the 
plug and sink cargo pre- 
ference laws an>lyiiv to 
government subsidized 
cvgo be repealed. But, 
failing that. Congress 
should at least cap the 
blank check on the U.S. 
Treasury by requiring that 
tailk commidity shilling 
rates not exceed the 
foreign shipping rates 
more than 25 percent."

Groot testified that the 
U.S. merchant fleet has 
priced itself out of the 
(xxnpetitive world con- 
struction market and the 
bulk shipping trade. A 
35.000 deadweight ton dry 
bulk vessel constructed in 
U.S. shipyards in 1982 cost 
an average of $66 million/ 
The same ship built 
overseas cost only $23 
million. In addition, the 
cost of providing a crew on 
a U.S. vessel runs three to 
five times more than 
crewing a foreign ship. 

"H.R. 1242 would 
reduce U.S. farm inc«ne, 
erode U.S. agricultural 
exports and force U.S. 
exporters to use higher- 
jnriced U.S. ships even if 
foreign vessels provide 
superior service," Ch-oot 
toid Congressmen. "U.S. 
soybean and product 
exports are already being 
uiKlerctit in the world 
market due to the preda- 
tory export subsidy prac- 
tices of Brazil. Argentina, 
Spain and others. If this 
legislation passes, the 
U.S. bulk merchant fleet 
would have no incentive to 
become more efficient.

Money Saving Lawn 
Care Tips 



Eadi spring, pec^ sp- 
end millkns (rf dollars in 
the battte against brown, 
dying lawns. Hiey buy 
expensive fertilizers, in- 
sectidds, ftmgicides and 
weed killers, dreaming of 
lush green grass. 

But money can't buy 
everything. In fact, the 
most effective lawn care 
methods are relatively in- 
expensive. Here are some 
simple steps to follow that 
can save you money - and 
save your lawn. 

First, dethatch. Thatch, 
the build-up of grass clip- 
plings ami other debris 
around the grass roots, 
creates a barrier that pre- 
vents everything from 
water to fertilizer from do- 
ing their jobs. It causes 80 
percent of your lawn pro- 
blems. Therefore, remove 
it promtly. The least ex- 
pensive and most effect- 
ive way of doing so is with 



an Arndd Power Rake. 
This rake can be atuched 
to a rotary mower, and its 
coiled, spring attachment 
dethatches a lawn without 
scalping or digging it up. 

Second, replace or 
sharpen dull mower 
blades. A dull blade can 
do more damage than in- 
sects and lawn diseases, 
leaving grass whitish 
looking. Shop for replace- 
ment blades, and you'll 
find it's cheaper than re- 
sharpening. 

Third, feed your lawn. 
If you don't have a fert- 
ilizer you're confident 
with, talk to your local 
lawn care retailer and find 
the fertilizer thiu's appro- 
priate for your lawn. 

Following these three 
steps doesn't guarantee a 
lush, green lawn, but it 
certainly increases the 
likelihood that your 
mcmey won't be wasted on 
a sparse, brown one.

First Step In Buying 



As good-looking as a 
personal microcomputer 
may be, attractiveness is 
not the reason to select a 
particular model. 

"When buying a com- 
puter, you really have to 
know what you want it to 
do before you buy it," 
said Gerald A. Bird, Vir- 
ginia Tech Extension 
specialist in financial 
management. 

First decide what it 
should be able to do. Does 
a buyer want a computer 
to keep financial records, 
store food lists and mail- 
ing lists, conduct word 
processing, draw pictures 
or play games? 

Then look through the 
brochures and catalogues 



of the various computer 
dealers in the community. 
Look for the ones that 
have the software 
programs available for 
what you want. 

"With luck, several of 
the programs that fit your 
needs will come from the 
same company," said 
Bird. That gives the con- 
sumer a good start in 
selecting the company 
with which to deal. 

Then go about making 
the purchase in the same 
way as any other large 
purchase. Learn as much 
about the product as 
possible; talk to others 
who have one; check on 
the reliability of the dealer 
for service.

For AIMS 



They will already have a 
guaranteed cargo market 
and can pass higher costs 
on to users.

Groot said that after 30 
years of cargo preference, 
the U.S. has not achieved 
its goal of a strong, 
modem U.S. merchant 
fleet ca()able of military 
sealift support. He said 
the U.S. fleet has only 23 
available'dry bulk vessels. 
18 of which are 15 years or 
older. But. U.S. -owned 
ships that are registered 
outside the U.S. average 
only 10 years dd. Thus. 
Groot says, U.S. owned, 
foreign-flagged vessels 
are more medern and 
provide more reliable ser- 
vice than do comparable 
U.S. vessels. 

"U.S. maritime pdicy 
of a heavily subsidized 
merchant marine has not 
worked." says Groot. 
"Based on this dismal 
track record Congress 
cannot seriously believe 
that further subsidies 
would actually make the 
U.S. commercial fleet 
more competitive in the 
world shipping market. 
Farmers are saying 
enough is enough. We're 
not willing to pay a $623 
per farmer subsidy to 



Soybean Farmers - 
Continue To Fight 



Back 

Soybeans producers in 
the Suffolk area will con- 
tinue in 1983 to fight the 
cost-price squeeze that has 
adversely affected their 
farming operations for the 
past several seasons. 

Consequently, certain 
aspects of production will 
receive particular atten- 
tion in the upcoming year, 
such as effective and 
economical control of 
weeds and grasses, and 
keeping options open for 
rotation to other crops 
as corn. 



For instance, control of 
johnsongrass is a priority 
with many soybean pro- 
ducers. Capable of 
growing up to eight feet 
tall, johnsongrass is a 
stout grass which spreads 
by both seeds and 
rhizomes. Each john- 
songrass plant can 
produce up to 300 viable 
seeds. Soybean yields are 
often drastically reduced 
when this pest is not 
properly controlled. 

To control john- 
songrass. many growers 
are using a tank mix of 
Vernam® and Teflan * 
herbicides. Although high 
rates of Treflan alone will 
control johnsongrass, it is 



not possible to safely 
rotate fields to corn the 
following year when only 
Treflan is used. 

Addition of Vernam to 
Treflan allows use of less 
Trcfian to stop johnson- 
grass and gives the farmer 
increased flexibility to 
grow corn the following 
year because there is less 
risk of carryover damage 
to corn. Since agricultural 
markets change often, 
many soybean growers 
want the option of 
rotating to other crops . 

In addition, use of Ver- 
nam solves other problems 
that can cost a farmer 
money. The herbicide con- 
trols both species of nut- 
grass-yellow and purple. 
Both of these pests are 
major yield-robbers in 
soybean crops when not 
controlled properly. 

Vernam works with 
Treflan to control velvet- 
leaf, sicklepod and other 
problem weeds with fewcT 
escapes, "fo extend the 
control spectrum still fur- 
ther, a new labeling now 
permits tank-mixing of 
Vernam, Treflan and Sen- 
cor* herbicides to control 
even more broadleaf 
weeds and grasses in the 
same trip. 



The computer is coming 
to the aid of Virginia's 
economically-beleaguered 
small farmers in a system 
designed to help them bet- 
ter market their crops. A 
$50,700 grant was just 
awarded to the Virginia 
Department of 

Agriculture and Con- 
sumer Services by the 
Agricultural Marketing 
Service of USDA to bring 
on line AIMS 
Agricultural Information 
and Marketing System. 

The chief purpose of 
AIMS is to bring together 
buyers and seUers of Vir- 
ginia-grown products who 
otherwise may be unaware 
of each other's respective 
supply and demand 
situations. This match- 
making feature is called 
APEX for Agricultural 
Product Exchange. AIMS 
will also provide direct 
marketing price infor- 
mation and transportation 
marketing assistance. 

Small farms, those ear- 
ning less than S20.000 a 
year, comprise 90 percent 
of the total farms in Vir- 
ginia. In the past, due to 
stiff competition in the 
wholesale arena, their 
marketing outlets were 
limited to roadside stands, 
farmers markets or pick- 
your-own operations. 
AIMS will help the small 
farmer break into the 
wholesale market by 
locating buyers in advance 
and providing accurate 



price information for sales 
planning. 

Another virtually-un- 
tapped channel for 
Virginia-grown products 
is institutional feeding. 
The proliferation of "fast 
food" outlets and restau- 
rants testifies to the trend 
of more Americans eating 
meals away from home. In 
addition America's 
population is growing 
older, so there are more 
senior citizens being fed in 
institutional facilities such 
as nursing homes, 
hospitals, etc. By listing 
all institutional buyers in 
the AIMS program, 
VDACS can help 
Virginia's agricultural 
commodity groups 
capitalize on this new mar- 
keting opportunity. 

In short, AIMS will 
greatly enhance the total 
marketing spectrum for 
Virginia's small farmers. 
The system is expected to 
go on line within the next 
year, and the service will 
be offered free of charge 
to Virginia producers and 
buyers, as well as out-of- 
state buyers. 

AIMS project coordin- 
ator, Ray Plumb of 
VDACS, summed up the 
program's intent. "Small 
farms are the backbone of 
Virginia agriculture and 
marketing is the key to 
their economic revival. 
With AIMS, VDACS is 
taking an active role in 
making this revival a 
reality."

For any young gardner, 
sunflowers are an ideal 
first plant. The seeds are . 
large and easy to handle 
and the plants grow like 
something Jack might 
climb to great adventures . 
Depending <m the select- 
ed variety, you may get a 
profusion of small showy 
flowers or one awe-inspir- 
ing giant. The seeds can 
be harvested and eaten <a 
saved for the birds. 

Strawberries are 
another excellent plant for 
children. When planting 
the family's strawberry 
patch, save a few of the 
nicest plants fw your 
children to plant in a 
separate plot or container. 
iMthcmgh ycni will keep 
yours disbudded the flrst 
year so that all the 
strength can go to esta- 
blishing a vigorcHis patch, 
let the children harvest 
from theirs. It builds 
enthusiasm and anticipa- 
ticm. 

A child's first plant 
project should be kept 
small with a minimum of 



work and maximum of 
success. A spring garden 
that c^ers kids a tasty 
harvest before the sum- 
mer heat sends them to 
the pool will spark 
interest and minimize 
drudgery. 

Try lettuce, radi^tus, 
onions, (who laiows, Uiey 
might even try etting 
them) herbs and spiiwA. 
All grow fast and can be 
grown in a sunny wiralow 
or patio or weU-prepired 
garden. 

Fot the dder, more 
ambitious child, try 
cherry tomatoes, mari- 
golds, zinnias and cucum- 
bers. They take Icmger to 
give the award of flowers 
and fruit, but are worth 
the wait and continue for 
a long time. 

Recycling kitchen "gar- 
bage" is another way to 
captivate a child's interest 
in the plant v/otld. Car- 
rots, radishes, turnips, 
even rutababa, can be 
turned into little "water 
plants" by cuttmg about 
an inch off the top (the 
unpointed end) of the 
vegetable and placing it in 



a dish of water in a sunny 
spot. New leaves appear 
in dxMit a week. 

A sweet potatoe vine 
can be grown to cover the 
kitchen window by plant* 
ing a sweet potato from 
the grocery store in the 
bottom half of a milk 
carton in which drainage 
holes have been punched. 
Uxk for one that already 
has a ^w buds sprouting. 
Cover it halfway with 
loose potting mix and 
water when it dries out.

Herbicide 



Futurism And The Consumer 



A new federal registra- 
tion, allowing growers to 
apply Roundup herbicide 
to Johnsoigrass-infested 
flelds at the rate of one 
quart/ao'e, could halve 
the costs of treating this 
pr(^lem perennial weed, 
acccH-ding to a Monsanto 
spokesman. 

"Since the new label 
slashes the current two- 
quart/acre rate in half, 
the cost of Johnsongrass 
treatment will be cut in 
half, as well," says Dr. 
Paul Sprankle, weed con- 
trd specialist, Monsanto. 
"Nevertheless, farmers 
will still be able to achieve 
excellent Johnsongrass 
contrd, even in heavy 
infestations. In light to 
moderate infestations," 
he adds, "the pipewick 
remains the most cost- 
effective treatment." 

Sprankle points to field 
tests, conducted through- 
out the South where John- 
songrass infests 2S per- 
cent of the crc^land to 
some degree. In those 
studies, side-by-side 
comparisons of Roundup 
treatments at the o'e and

One coisulting report 
showed that local employ- 
ment and land use will 
benefit by change.

was a 93 percent contrd; 
at one quart, an 87 per- 
cent coitrd was achie^d, 
he says. 

Tbis reduction in rates 
has been made possibte 
by the use of new low 
vohmie techndogy. By 
using low water vlumnes, 
qjtimum spray distribu- 
tion, and additional sur- 
factant, growers can 
effectively apply Roundup 
at the one quart rate. 

The new label recom- 
mends water vdumes of 
five to 10 gaUons per acre, 
he says. "Low water car- 
rier vdiune maintains ui 
optimum concentration ai 
the chemical. Roundup 
works best in highly con- 
centrated droplets," he 
adds, ftirtber recommend- 
ing the addition of a O.S 
.percent non-ionic surfac- 
tant by vdume. 

Correct application, 
Sprankle notes, is the 
secret to excellent John- 
songrass ccmtrd with the 
CMie quart rate of Roun- 
dup. "At one quart, fac- 
tors such as spray distri- 
bution and spray retenticHi 
become very important," 
he says. "Several slight 
modifications in equip- 
ment, as well, can signifi- 
cantly improve results." 

Lower vdumes, how- 
ever, may call for minor 
revisionsin sprayers and 
spray nozzle spacing. 
"Farmers should use a 
sprayer that will insure 
even distribution of the 
herbicide. We recom- 
mend the useof flat fan 
ncKzles that wiU farm a 
large number of uniform 
drc^lets," the weed spe- 
cialist says, adding that 
preferred nozzle size is in 
the range of8002 to 8004, 
nozzles which provide five 
to 10 gallons/acre spray 
vdume at normal field 
speeds of five to 10 mph. 

The two quarts/acre 
rate is still recommended 
with the use of high water 
vdume (10 to 40 gpa) and 
in areas where the fields 
are nd annually tilled, 
such as pastures and hay- 
fields. 



Garden 
Construction 



Many gar(teners feel 
caught in a classic 
ai^oedi/avoUiance con- 
&t. On the approach 
side, there are so many 
projects we have in mind 
to make the yard mwe 
attractive, easier to care 
for, and n^re useful for 
entertauiii^ friends at 
just relaxing. We almost 
can see the retainer wall, 
the raised herb garden, 
the patio, and... the list 
goes on. 

On the avddance side, 
no matter what the radio 
telto us today about the 
enoomy gdng up or 
down, we know money is 
t^ht. And prefects cost 
mqoey. 

Of course, staying 
home and building a patio 
is chei^ier thui a family 
vaettion out west. But if 
you can't afford either one 
this year, you need to 
learn the fine art of 
scrounging. 

A primary requirement 
for good scrounging is an 
active imagination— the 
ability to see pountial in 
someone's discards. 
You've got to see possibi- 
lities in things others have 
thrown or might throw 
away; might give away if 
properly asked; or, as a 
last resort, might sell 
cheaply. 

Among the most fam- 
Uiar recycled materials 
found in the home garden 
are railroad 4ies, broken 
concrete, salvaged timers, 
scrap lumber, slab wood, 
and used brick. With 
more imagination, old 
tires, wire cable spods, 
wooden crates and pallets 
oui be used effectively. 
Some materials can be 
obtaine/ for the hauling 
and others fOT a small 
investment, while others 
are lucrative businesses 
for someone. Each has 
merits and drawbacks to 
be considered. 

Railroad ties, about 6x 
8 inches of rough timeber 
8 feet long, usually are 
pressure treated with 
creasote. Hiey can Se 
toxic to plaitts unless 
weathered for several 
years. The cmdition of 



the tie and the tupe of 
wood varies, as does the 
cost. Ties especially are 
good for low walls, such 
as raised beds, steps and 
curbing. Treated timber, 
about 4x4 inches and 
larger, generally can be 
found in better condition 
and with a greater chdce 
of sizes than railroad ties. 
However, prices are much 
higher. 

Scrap lumber from con- 
structidi projects, demo- 
litions cff similar stmrces, 
usually is free but may be 
difficult to work with due 
to varying sizes, nails and 
chemical treatment. 
Avdd wood treated with 
pentchlOTC^hynd around 
plants, as it remains quite 
toxic for many years. 

If you live near a timber 
area, slab wood (the bark 
and timber left after cut- 
ting a round log into a 
square beam), can be had 
fOT free or up to about $8 a 
pickup load. What you 
don't burn to beat your 
house, can be used to 
build raised beds, rustic 
sheds fences and otehr 
structures. 

Broken concrete, in 
sizes approximately 4 
inches thick by 12 inches 
wide by 24 inches long, 
can be stacked fot garden 
w^lls. Leave pockets for 
pll^nts spaced along the 
wall. For patios, odd 
shapes result in a flag- 
stone appearance and 
lend themselves well to 
intcrplanting. An acid 
stain mil give a more 
stonelike appearance. 

Used bricks can be less 
expensive and more 
attractive than new ones 
for a rustic garden set- 
ting. But beware of using 
brick from the inner layers 
of thick brick walls or fran 
buildings that have 
burned. They may nd be 
weather resistant and you 
may end up with a "brick 
dust" patio. 

As your scrounging 
experience grows, so will 
your imagination and 
quick eye. 1 even know 
one gardener who used 
bed springs to trellis his 
cucumbers.
